THE REPUBLICANS ADOPT. 
OBSTRUCTIVE TACTIOS. 
DILATORY “MOTIONS /AND- NEEDLESS - DE~/ 

BATE FROM THE OUTSET—FIVE RE- 

}° PUBLICANS VOTE FOR ACTION. 
WASHINGTON, May 31.—The process of 
picking to pieces the Tariff bill and de- 
- laying its progress to the stage when a 
final vote may be taken, was begun by the 
Republicans to-day at the very outset of 
the consideration of- the measure. Mr. Mc-: 
Kinley gave the:cue to his protection 
friends by proposing that the bill and the 
majority and minority reports be read by 
the clerks, a course which would have 
taken up the whole of the day’s session, 
while the reading would not have 
been listened to by a single Repre- 
sentative. This transparent attempt to 
waste time having been foiled by 
the friends of the bill, Mr. Adams of IIli- 
nois opened the fight against the measure 
before five lines had been disposed of by 
moving that the transfer of certain articles 
named in the bill to the free list should not 
take place until Jan. 2, 1889. Then the 
speech-making began and continued four 
hours and a quarter without a vote being 
taken upon the Adams amendment. The 
House was considering the bill in Commit- 
tee of the Whole under the rule 
which limits speeches to five min- 
utes in favor of any amendment and 
five minutes in opposition to it. 


The presiding officer, Mr. Springer, tried to 
apply the rule strictly, but it was easily 
avoided by the submission of merely formal 
amendments which served to comply with 
the letter of the rule while violating its in- 
tention and prolonging the discussion for 
hours upon a single bona fide amendment 
in spite of the eagerness of the managers of 
the bill to proceed as-rapidly as possible. 
After 10 minutes had been spent in discuss- 
ing the Adams amendment a Republican 
moved to strike out thelast word. This 
having served its purpose of permitting two 
members to occupy the floor five minutes 
each, it was withdrawn and immediately 
.Tenewed by another member s0 as 
to give 10 minutes more. Then this 
pro forma amendment was withdrawn and 
‘ motions to strike out the last two words, 

the first word, the last three words, and so 
on, were successively submitted, each being 
withdrawn after having served for 10 min- 
utes as the vehicle for a discussion of the 
question whether imported lumber should 
be dutiable or admitted free. Only one 
bona fide amendment to the Adams amend- 
ment was offered. Mr. Parker of New-York 
wanted to defer the operation of the new 
free list until November, 1889. Upon this 
the tariff reformers scored their first victory 
and gave vent to their feelings by great ap- 
plause. Mr. Parker’s scheme for delay was 
defeated by a vote of 89.to 134. Five Re- 
publicans—Messrs. Nelson of Minnesota, 
Smith of Wisconsin, Anderson of Iowa, 
Fuller of Iowa, and Lind of Minnesota— 
voted with the Democrats. 

It is in the power of the high tariff men to 
continue for an indefinite time the tactics 
pursued to-day and thereby defeat the pas- 
sage of the bill, but it is believed that they 
will not venture to carry their opposition to 
that extent. The contest to-day showed 
the revenue reformers in solid ranks sup- 
porting the bill, while the Republicans were 
divided upon the first and only vote taken 
thus far. The spirit of reform 
showed itself among the Republic- 
aus in vigorous speeches .in favor 
of free lumber by Messrs. Lind of Minnesota 
and Anderson of Iowa, and by Mr. Struble 
of Iowa for a reduction of 50 per cent. on 
the duty on lumber, as well as by the votes 
of five Republicans with the revenne re- 
formers. An effort will be made to-morrow 
to close debate upon the Adams amendment 
by an order of the House before going into 
Committee of the Whole, but the Repub- 
licans can prevent thisunlessthe Democrats 
can muster a quorum of votes independent 
of the opposition, on

Senator Edmunds and the Judiciary Com- 
mittee are still considering the nomination 
of Mr. Melville W. Fuller to be Chief- 
Justice of the Supreme Court. There is 


good reason to believe, however, that the 
committee is about ready to recommend 
Mr. Fuller’s confirmation, and will possibly 
do so before the close of the week. It has 
leaked out that a person named Dunlevy is 
responsible for a good deal of the delay in 
action upon the Fuller nomination. his 
person, it is said, was once interested ina 
certain piece of property’ which was con- 
demned by the South Park Commissioners 
of Chicago. He contested the casein the 
courts, and Mr. Fuller served as counsel for 
the Commissioners. The condemnation of 
the property was sustained by the courts, 
and Dunievy was left with a grievance 
which took the shape of spite against the 
counsel for the Park Commissioners. The 
Judiciary Committee has given the dis- 
grnntled Chicago man all the time he could 
ask for in which to show that Mr. Fuller 
ought not to be confirmed. As he has failed, 
and as nobody else seems to desire Mr. 
Fuller’s rejection, the committee’s report is 
expected to be in Mr, Fuller’s favor.

Superintendent Nash of the Railway Mail 
Service has adopted what he hopes will

He has required two clerks in charge in the 
Third Division to make good a loss of 
$84 20 involved in the cutting of two reg- 
istered pouches. Because of the failure of 
these clerks properly to examine the pouch- 
es before receipting for them the depart- 
ment could not tell at what point they were 
cut or detect the guilty persons. Mr. Nash

ADELE MENARDS FLIGHT. 


‘A 16-YEAR-OLD GIRIL. WHO OBJECTED 
TO PARENTAL CHASTISEMENT. 

MINNEAPOLIS, May 31.—The family of 
-Joseph Menard, a well-known citizen, is terribly 
worried over the singular conduct of Missa Adele 
Menard, a 16-year-old daughter. The girl sud- 
-denly disappeared from her parents’ residence 
Monday night or early Tuesday morning and 
under- sensational cireumstances. Miss Menard. 
apent Monday evening in the company of a 
young man for whem her parents have the high- 
est respect. Before retiring Mr. Menard had oc- 
casion to chastise his daughter for something 
which she had said or done. It was nothing yery 
serious, but Mr. Menard regarded it as merited 
punishment and his shastisement was quite se- 


vere. His daughter retired to her bed chamber. 
The next morning when a member of the house- 
hold visited Adele’s room the discovery was 
made that the girlhad decamped. She had left 
her best clothes, which she wore when visited 
by wand foveged lover on Monday evening, and had 
dressed in a common calico suit. She had left 
two notes—one of them addressed to her father 
and the other to her lover. 

In the note to Mr. Menard the girl said that 
she was going to commit suicide by drowning, 
and that she had been driven to the desperate 
deed by her father’s cruelty, and referred espe- 
cially to the whipping she received on Monday 
night. The note addressed to her lover an- 
nounced the same determination, and con- 
cluded by bidding the young man an affectien- 
ate geod-bye. The girl’s parents became frantic 
and at once instituteda search, which has not 
yet been relinquished. No friend or relative 
seems to have seen the girlsinse Monday night. 
Thore area number of small ponds near the resi- 
dence, which is a suburban one, and these have 
been thoroughly dragged. The girl’s lover has 
not been seen since Monday evening, Neigh- 
bors say that while Mr. Menard is a trifie severe 
with his children, the girl had no excuse for 
leaving home.as she has done.

TAKING HER OWN LIFE. 

CuicaGco, May 31.—Mrs. James F. Har- 
rington, wife of a prosperous druggist and 
daughter of H. ©. Walker, a weaithy carriage 
dealer, went into the basement of her house at 
Englewood this afternoon, saturated her cloth- 
ing with keresene, and then set fire to the oil. 
When the firemen arrived she was burned toa 
crisp. This was her third attempt to take her 
own life. Last December at her husband’s 


store she locked herself in a back reom and tried 
to take poison, her husband breaking in the 
door just in time to prevent her doing av. 
Two days later, after sending her children with 
all her jewelry to her husband’s place 
of busimess, she bought some poison at another 
drug store, and, goinginto Unity Church, knelt 
in front of the pulpit and swallowed the poison. 
She was unconscious when the janitorof the 
church discovered her. A sociable was being 
held in the lecture reom below, and among the 
people there assembled was found a doctor, who 
succeeded in saving the woman’s life. When 
resuscitated she declared that she had taken 
poison because she was insane. For some years 
she suffered from a nervous disease, which 
finally unsettled her reason. She once filed 

apers fora divorce, and withdrew them with- 
n afew days, begging her husband to forgive 
her. Mrs. Harrington leaves two children. She 
had a charming heme, and her husband was de- 
votedly attached to her. 
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THE IMPORTANCE OF A OOMMA., 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., May 31.—A comma, 
which is alleged by the counsel for the defense 
to have been misplaced, may have an important 
bearing on the fate of Philip Palladoni, now 
under sentence of death for the murder of his 
brother. The State Board of Pardons are asked 
te commute Palladoni’s death sentence to one of 
life imprisonment on the ground of insanity, 
but their authority to do this is largely depend- 


ent on the construction placed upon the statute 
vesting them with their powers, and whether 
these powers apply to death-sentenced crim- 
inals as well as to other convicts is the point at 
issue. By moving the comma two words 
further along in the Revised Statutes as pub- 
lished there would be little room for doubt 
as to their entire jurisdiction in the present 
case. Palladoni is a puzzle to the local phy- 
sicians, most of whom have examined him. The 
majority regard him as insane, but others think 
he may be shamming. He stands for hours at a 
time with his head throwu back gazing into va- 
cancy and meanwhile uttering occasional cries to 
God, the saints, and the spirits of his departed 
relatives to save him. For the crimeof killing 
his brother, whom he shot because the victim was 
slow in paying him adebdt of $28, thecondemned 
man has never shown the slightest feelings of 
remorse. He eats and sleeps very little and is 
an annoyance to the other jail prisoners because 
he breaks their rest by his agonized ontcries.

PLEADING FOR A MURDERER. 

NEwWPorT, R. I., May 31.—It was Gov. 
Taft's painful duty to-day to send aged Mrs. 
Dennahy back to Missouri without her son, the 
convicted murderer of Mr. L. E. Favor. The old 
lady came here with the wife of the convict, and 
on bended knees, with streaming eyes, implored 
his Exceliency to pardon Dennahy, who has 
spent 15 years of his life sentence in prison. 
From other quarters the Governor had been 


etitioned to extend Executive clemency. A 
etter from Gev. Davis recommended censidera- 
tion, and several Senators had asked the same, 
because of that element of doubt which many 
people Ddelleve entered into the case. ‘Oh, Sir! 
tor God’s sake let ine take him back with me. I 
have come all the way from Missouri for him,” 
exclaimed the old mother. “Do, please, do!” 
pleaded the wife who had only been 10 months 
married to him when he was imprisoned for life, 
and who has remained true to him duringall the 
leng years of his incarceration. The Governor 
assured the weeping women thatit would give 
him great pleasure to restore their relative if he 
could do so in justice to the State as well as to 
his own feelings. He promised to obtain from 
the Attorney-General a history of the case and 
to make known his decision at the January ses- 
sion. The Attorney-General was instructed to 
prepare a record of the trial and of the murder.

FATAL BOILER EXPLOSION. 

NEW-ORLEANS, May 31.—The steamboat 
Fulton, on her way from the old basin around 
to the river by Pass 4 Loutre, exploded her 
boiler near the latter point, tearing the boat to 
pieces, killing the pilot, Ed Perkins, who was at 
the wheel, and fatally wounding the Captain, 
W. H. Riddell. Two of the colored deck hands, 


Jake Landry and A. Watson, were fearfully 
scalded py the steam, and are probably fatally 
hurt. The engineer on duty at the time could 
give no reason for the explosion, and no one 
‘knew*how it happened. Capt. Riddell and the 
wounded men were picked up bya passing 
craft_ and brought to the sity. The Captain is 
very low and cannot recever. The Fulton was a 
etanch craft 7 years old, built in Memphis in 
1881. She was 102 feet in length, 17 feet beam 
end, 2 feet depth of hold, and her boilers were 
built by the New-Orleans Foundry in 1884. She 
was inspected last week while lying in the basin 
by Capt. Youngblood, who pronounced her 
beilers to be in first-class condition. The boat 
had been purchased for use on Bayou Teche, for 
the lumber trade, and was on her way there 
when the accident occurred.

/SHERIDAN SINKING FAST 


HIS DEATH MAY OCCUR AT 
ANY MOMENT, 

RENEWED ATTACKS OF HEART FAIL- 

URE AND LUNG TROUBLE—MORE 

DOCTORS CALLED IN CONSULTATION. 

WASHINGTON, May 31.—Lieut.-Gen. Sheri- 
dan has not recovered from the attack of 
heart failure which seized him last night. 
On the contrary, there have been renewed 
attacks, complicated with the distressing 
lung troubles which also came upon him 
last night, and to-night his condition 
is so critical that his death is again 
feared from hour to hour. Digitalis 
and oxygen are once more in constant use, 
and Dr. N. 8. Lincoln has been called in to 
aid the military physicians in their unceas- 
ing struggle to keep their patient alive. In 
addition to this medical reinforcement, 
telegraphic consultations have been had 
with a prominent physician in Philadel- 
phia. 

The information given out at Gen. Sheri- 
dan’s home is very meagre, but it is ad- 
mitted that the patient is passing through 
a crisis which gives his doctors and attend- 
ants the greatest possible anxiety. News 
of his death within the next few hours will 
surprise no one who knows what his 
condition has been since last night. The 
racking cough which attacked the General 
late yesterday afternoon refused to yield to 
the treatment of the doctors, and late at 
night came the failure of the heart which 
had been so greatly feared. The patient’s 


peril was very great and for hours itseemed 
as if each breath would be the last. 

Gen. Sheridan’s previous improvement 
had given the doctors a chance to suspend 
the use of digitalis and oxygen for a time, 
and asaresult the renewal of the use of 
these powerful stimulants had a better 
etiect and tided the patient through the 
night. But it was not until 5 o’clock this 
morning that the doctors were able to take 
even & moments rest from their labors 
and the General obtained a little sleep 
by the use of strong opiates. The rest for 
‘patient and physicians was brief, however, 
and that has been the case all day long. 
Once during the forenoon the General was 
able to take a little nourishment, and he 
rallied enough to say that he was feeling 
well. The doctors could only say that this 
was possibly a shade of improvement, and 
it was quickly followed by the prostration 
which has lasted since. 

This evening there have been fresh at- 
tacks of the heart trouble, while the harass- 
ing cough makes additional drafts upon the 
General’s fast-failing vitality. Dr. Lin- 
coln, after his cousultation with the other 
physicians this evening, said to a report- 
er: ‘* The treatment has been very success- 
ful,and I think the physicians have managed 
the case admirably. But for the prompt- 
ness of action of those who have attended 
him he would have died at various times. 
during hisillness, He has been kept up so 
far, but it is difficult to say how much 
longer it can be done. It is becoming more 
and more difficult all the time.” The fol- 
lowing bulletin was issued this evening: 

10:10 P. M.—Gen. Sheridan had another severe 
attack this afternoon. He has recovered verv 
imperfectly and his condition causes the greatest 
apprehension.

At the request of Dr. O’Reilly, Dr. Pep- 
per, Professor of Clinical Medicine and Pro- 
vost of the University of Pennsylvania, has 
been telegraphed for, and will arrive here 
about 4 o’clock to-morrow morning. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs 
made an unsuccessful effort to-day to secure 
the passage of the Senate bill revising the 
grade of General of the Army for the bene- 
fit of Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan.

Objection was promptly made 
by ‘Mr. Kilgore of Texas, Mr. Bland of 
Missouri, and several other Democrats, and 
nothing further could be done. 

A few minutes before 11 o’clock Col. Kel- 
logg came out to cross the street to his 
home. He said he still entertained some 
hope that the General might rally, but that 
he was more alarmed than at any other 
stage of his illness. The danger to be ap- 
prehended, he says, came more from the 
lungs than from the heart. 
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TO RESTRAIN THE ARDENT SPIRITS. 

New Haven, Conn., May 31.—At a meet- 
ing of the Yale Faculty to-day the subject of 
athletic sports was seriously considered. The 
matter is left ina measure with the students, 
and although members of the Faculty express 
themselves as pleased withthe prompt actien 
taken by the students to suppress further dis- 
turbances, certain restrictions are to be placed 
upon athietic sports in the future. A general 
vote was passed that the programme of ath- 


letics shall be submitted each year to the ap- 
proval of the Faculty, subject to whatever 
alteration and limitation the Faculty may see 
i ie make in order to insure public peace and 
order. 

President Dwight has appointed a few men 
from each class to act as a cemmittee for the 
preservation of order on the campus. These 
meu, who are empowered to eject from the col- 
lege premises anybody whois found making a 
disturbance, will act throughout the remainder 
of the term. The comuittee is compesed as fol- 
lows: F, A. Stevenson, ’88; E. R. Carter, ’88; C.

Co.umsBus, Ohio, May 31.—Mr. Sherman’s 


‘ friends are very much encouraged since the last} 


letter of the Maine statesman was published, 
‘and now claim that the Ohio Senator will lead 
all other candidates on the first ballot, and will 
be nominated before a dozen ballets are cast. 
Leiut.-Gov. Lyon expressed the opinion that, 
with the final withdrawal of Mr. Blaine, the last 
ray of disloyalty to Senator Sherman in his own 


delegation has vanished, if any doubt of its 
sincerity ever really existed. The efforts to 
make it appear that Gov, Foraker and. his 
friends were secretly at work with a view 
of weakening Mr. Sherman in other States did 
at one time create something of a panic in the 
Sherman column, but no one well informed paid 
any attention to the rumors, well knowing tliat 
in point of fact they lacked a foundation to rest 
upon. Gov. Lyon further stated that for once, 
at least, the Ohio delegation would be held solid- 
ly together, and would stand a unit for Sherman 
so long as his name w&s before the convention.

“There will be no 
treachery to Sherman, however,” added the 
Governor. “Should there be any faltering or 
disloyalty discovered there will be political 
corpses scattered about in this State; there will 
be no foolishnesa or sentiment wasted in deal- 
ing with such persons.” 


THE AUDITORIUM TU BE READY 


THE ACCOMMODATIONS FOR THE CHICAGO 
CONVENTION. 

CurcaGo, May 31.—The Auditorium Build- 
ing will be ready for the Republican National 
Convention fully a week before the day set for 
the mecting. The outslde portion will not be 
completed for some time, but the main hall is 


about finished. The galieries are all in ——_ 
and to-morrow the ca@@penters will begin to put 
in the chairs. ‘There will be about 7,600 
chairs,” said Manager Milward Adams to-day. 
“The arrangement will be in amphithe- 
atrical The space in the 
centre, answering to the parquet, will contain 
835 chairs for delegates. Back of them the 
alternates will be seated, and the boxes, orches- 
tra circle, and two galleries will be for spec- 
tators. Rightin the proscenium there is a plat- 
torm for the speakers and offleers of the conven- 
tion and such representatives of the press as are 
employed in taking the proceedings. Back of 
them is a space for distinguished visitors who 
May be invited to the platform. The stage is 
occupied by temporary seats, with a gallery 
that will have seats for 2,000 spectators. No 
seat in the house will be more than 100 feet from 
the space allotted to the delegates.” 

The ceiling has been covered with bunting, and 
the walis will be draped in the same way. On 
the north side of the hall, opposite the main en- 
trance, will be hung a picture of some deceased 
President, probably Lincoln or Grant, surround- 
ed bya circle of electric lights. The whole 
building will be lighted with electric incandes- 
cent light day and evening. 
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THE RECENT TORNADO. 

BRADFORD, Penn., May 31.—Telegraphic 
communication with other places in the oil re- 
gions, which was entirely destroyed by the great 
tornado that swept over the region from Butler 
to Olean on Monday, has been partially restored. 
As far as reports have been received it is safe to 
estimate that not less than 3,500 oil well der- 
ricks in the path of the storm were demolished. 

On the Pittsburg and Western Narrow Gauge 
Railway, near Lucinda Station, a passenger train 
consisting of a locomotive, two coaches, and a 


baggage car, was blown from the track, and 
turned completely over into a deep ditch, There 
were 30 passengers on board, but ali escaped 
serious injury except a Miss Rankin of Clarian, 
whose injuries 1t is feared are fatal. 

At Clintonville the novel sight is seen of a 
church steeple standing erect and apparently 
uninjured in the centre of a large tield. The 
church to which the steeple belongs is a quarter 
ofa mile away. The tornado separated.he two 
and set the steeple down In the field as if 1¢ had 
been built there. 

At Pleasantville a horse and buggy and a man

. riding in the buggy were lifted bodily trom the 


road and carried a hundred feet into a fiela, 
without injury to man or property. At Kittan- 
ing the county jail was unrvofed. At Fosburg 
the large railroad roundhouse was wrecked. 
The tornado traveled 75 miles an hour, and was 
accompanied by waterspouts and terrific whirl- 
winds. The loss tothe region by this unprec- 
edented storm will be at least $1,000,000. 
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FATAL RAILROAD COLLISION. 

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, May 31.—A col- 
lision occurred on the Cheyenne and North- 
ern branch of the Union Pacific Railroad, near 
Bordeaux, yesterday, between a work traiu 
and a passenger engine, which resuited in the 
death of Passenger Conductor Hader, Fireman 
Ken, and Brakeman Mayfield, and the probable 


fatal injury of Engineers Brooks and Marsden, 
and the various injury of four other employes. 
A wash-out north of Bordeaux had occasiened 
the sending out of the work train. On the 
arrival of the north-bound passenger at Bor- 
deaux, the conductor was ordered to leave his 
train and run with an empty engine to the 
scene of the wash-out to learn whether the 
passenger train could pass over or not. While 
makingj this run a collision occurred with the 
work train, which had completed repairs and 
was returning to Bordeaux at full speed. 
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BOYOCOTTERS CONVICTED. 5 
NEW-HAVEN, Conn., May 31.—Judge 
Pickett to-day rendered a decision in the case of 
Otto Scheibel, Julius Waltzgott, and George 
Gerst, charged with conspiracy against Brewer 
Weibel and his foreman, Joseph Schneider, the 


result of the recent labor troubles at Weibel’s 
brewery.. In the case of Scheibel the Judge 
finds him guilty and gives him the full ponalty 
of the law—$200 fine and six months in jail, He 
was the leading spirit in the trouble, being Sec- 
retary of the Brewers’ Union. Julhus Waltzgott 
and George Gerst were also found guilty and 
were fined $75 and costs each. They aljl ap- 
pealed. Scheibel was held under $600 bonds 
and the other two under $200 each. Waltzgott 
found a bondsman but the others went to jail. 


PROBABLY DEVOURED BY A BEAR. 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., May 31.—A few 
days ago Ben Shiplett, a well-to-do farmer of 
Whitehall Township, in this county, sent his lit- 
tle girl, 10 years old, to a neighboring farmer’s 
for some milk. The failure of the child to return 


to her home alarmed her parents, and the inves- 
tigation that followed leads to the conolusion 
that she waa killed by a bear. The tarmers’in 
the neighborhood are greatly excited over the 
affair, and have started out large searching par- 
ties in the hope of finding the child’s body. The 
men have discovered unmistakable evidence of 
the presence of bears in the locality where the 
little one was last seen. The fact that a num- 
ber of sheep were killed and a portion of the 


girl's clothes picked up leaves little doubt that 


she was devoured by a bear. 
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BURGLARS MAKE A HAUL, 
WicuitTa, Kan., May 31.—One of the 
most successful burglaries ever committed here 
took plaee Tuesday night. The residence of 
Mrs. Lee Jorome was entered and $10,000 worth 
of diamonds and other jewelry carried off. The

A CONUIDIATORY REPLY FROM. 


M. GOBLET. 
{2H MAINTAINS’ THAT FRANCE*IS PEACE- 
ABLY INCLINED—AUSTRIA DISCLAIMS 

AN OFFENSIVE MOTIVE. 


Paris, May 31.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day M. Reach interpellated the Govern- 
ment in regard to Herr von Tisza’s speech.» He 
declared that the Hungarian Premier’s language 
was discourteous and contrary to international 
comity. Herr von Tisza, he said, appeared to 
anticipate an early war. If his expectations 
were realized, France and her Government 
would be able to say that they had done every. 
thing possible to avert it. If Herr von Tisza 
had been better informed ne would have known 
that complete security exists in France, where 
the lives and property of foreigners are re- 
spected. Herr von Tisza’s utterances did not 
involve any responsibility on the part of Aus- 
tria, but they surprised those who are aware of 


the sympathy existing between France and 
Hungary. 


M. Goblet, Minister of Foreign Affairs, in re- 
ply, said that the Government shared the feol- 
ings Herr yon Tisza’s speech had generally 
aroused; but the matter must not be exagge- 
rated. While admitting that the exhibition of 
1889 might arouse objections from nations who 
forgot that the celebration of the centennial of 
1789 recalled nothing but ideas of emancipation 
and, justice the Government would gratefully 
welcome participants in the exhibition, but 
bore no ill-will toward countries refusing to 
take part. A committee was formed for Austria 
to partake with Government assent, which later 
was withdrawn. It therefore was Austria’s 
right and duty to dissuade Hungarians 
from partaking in the exhibition, but it 


Was not right to say that the condition of aifairs 
in France was such as to justify the fear that 
peace would be disturbed between the two 
countries at the time of the exhibition. Neither 
Was it rightto say that the French Government 
was not 1n a position to guarantee the safety of 
guests. These were unjust Charges, and were 
not expected from @ country with which France 
had always shown sympathy. Sueh words com- 
ing from such lips could not pass unremarked. 
The Government, therefore, instrueted its Am- 
bassador at Vienna, M. Decrais, to question 
Count Kalnoky, the Austrian Prime Minister, in 
relation to the matter. Count Kalnoky ex- 
pressed deep regret for the incident, and de- 
clared that neither the Government nor himself 
intended to affront France, ‘“ Austria,” he said, 
* desires to maintain the excellent relations ex- 
isting between the two countries.” Herr von 
Tisza, the Hungarian Prime Minister, afterward 
disclaimed any intention to wound French 
feeling. 

In conclusion M. Goblet said: ‘‘We are bound 
to believe the declarations of Count Kalnoky 
and Herr von Tisza to be sincere. It now de- 
pends on the latter to dispel any misunderstand- 
ing thatremains. France’s policy is essentially 
pacific. She does not seek adventures. She is 
occupied with her own affairs. She is as remote 
from aggression as she is from weakness. The 
exhibition is the best evidence of the resolution 
that peace will not be disturbed through any 
faultof France. Never was pubiic order better 
secured within France than atthe present time. 
If there are troubles anywhere, the Hungarians 
know well they are notin France. The republic 
is solidly established. If neighboring States 
adopt measures prejudicial to our interests, we 
do not waste words in useless recrimination, but 
wait to take in our own time the steps neces- 
sary. Every one will admit that this policy 
betits alike the dignity and interests of 
France.” M. Goblet’s remarks were greeted 
with applause. 

The committee of the new Society of the 
Rights of Man will send delegates to Charente 
to oppose the candidacy of M. Paul Dérouléde 
for the Chamber of Deputies. Gen. Boulanger 
has written a letter tO the electors of Charente 
urging them to support M. Dérouléde. 


IRISH AND ENGLISH AFFAIRS. 
AN ADDRESS REGARDING THE POPE’S 
RESCRIPT—BILL OF LADING CHARGES, 

LONDON, May 31.—The Irish Catholic 
Archbishops and Bishops have issued an ad- 
dress declaring that the Pope’s decree relative 
to Irish affairs affects morals only, and does not 
interfere with politics. They warn the people 
and the League leaders against speaking with 
irreverence of the Pope, who has assured them 
that he does not intend toinjure the Irish na- 
tional movement, but desires to remove the 
obstacles inits way, United Ireland of Dublin 


praises the declaration. 

One hundred farmers, encouraged by the Papal 
rescript, have bought turf from Landlord Hus- 
reey’s bog at Ahabeg, in County Kerry. Hussey 
had been rigidly boycotted for four years. 

The Chamber of Commerce has declared it- 
self oppesed to the proposal of Atlantic ship- 
owners to increase the charges on bills of lading 
on the ground that a more rapid delivery of 
freights would be effected. Althouch the Cham- 
ber acknowledges the desirability of the end in 
view, it considers the proposed method objec- 
tionable, inasmuch as it would render compul- 
sory the delivery of freight in ali cases upon 
F raph and wharfs. Sueh an arrangement would 

Oaway with the advantage now enjoved at 
the Port of London for overside delivery into 
barges. According to present practice both the 
Thames and the waters of the docks are free for 
such delivery. A meeting of traders and ship- 
owners has been caltéd with a view of arrang- 
ing for more rapid delivery, while at the same 
time retaining the practice of overside delivery 
at the former rates. Importers are refusing 
large quantities of grain under the new clauses. 

Emperor Frederick has appointed Sir Fred- 
erick Leighton, President of the Royal Acad- 
emy, & Knight of the German Order of Merit, 

Lord Stanley of Preston, the newly-appointed 
Governor-General of Canada, accompanied by 
his wife and staff, sailed en the Allan Line 
steamship Sarmatian, which satled from Liver- 
pool for Montreal to-day.

THE GERMAN EMPEROR. 
HE ATTENDS TO BUSINESS AND DRIVES 
OUT—DR. MACKENZIE CHEERED. 


BERLIN, May 31.—Emperor Frederick had 
a satisfactory night. Gen. Albedyll made the 
usual report to his Majesty this morning. Yes- 
terday the Emporot granted a long audience to 
Baron von Seldeneck, the German Consul at 
Havana. The police now refuse to allow the 
people to throw flowers and petitions into the 
Emperor’s carriage when ho is driving. 

Prince Bismarck had a long interview with 
Emperor Frederick to-day, remaining until 5 


o’clock. Afterward the Emperor and Empress 
drove in an open carriage to Grunewald. They 
returned at 6 o’clock, when the Emperor paid 
his first visit to the mausoleum since the funeral 
of the late Emperor William. Kneeling beside 
the coffin ofjhis father, his Majesty offered up a 
silent pfayer. This evening the Empress and 
Princess visited the Heyl Orphanage and dis- 
tributed sweetmeats among the childron.

Resolved, First—That we are convinced that this 
recent policy of the Government is mistaken, and if 
persisted in is sure to prove disastrous to the great 
cause of Indian missions. Second—Tnat the policy 
is wrong in principle and against the freedom of cos- 
science of religion guaranteed by the Constitution 
of the United States. 

Resolved, That this body desires hereby respect- 
fully to bring this matter to the attention of the 
Secretary of the Interior, the Hon. William F. Vilas, 
who has assumed the responsibilities of his office, 
since the obnoxious orders were issued, and asks that 
all such orders interfering with missionary work be 
promptly countermanded. 

Resolved, That we ask tho attention of our Sen- 
ators and Representatives in Congress to this im- 

ortant matter, and urge that in making appropria- 

jens for Indian schools they enact a distinct pro- 
vision that there shail be no restriction by the Ex- 
ecutive Department of the Government upon the 
teaching of moral anda religious truth in the vernac-

*AND A CABLE TO BE LAID: BETWEEN 
BRITISH COLUMBIA AND AUSTRALIA. 


Ortawa, Ontario, May.31.—Sanford Flem- 
~ing, O. M. G., and-author of standard time, says 
Lord Lansdowne, ex-Governor-General, before 
leaving Canada was asked by the imperial au- 
thorities to influence the calling of a Canadian- 
Australian conference to devise means of pro- 
meting relations of intimacy and commerce 
between the two countries. The proposal is re- 
garded with favor in London, and if carried out 
would be attended with great results. The 
opening of the great Canadian Transcontinental 
Railway through to the Pacific coast has brought 
the question into prominence. The Dominion 
Government recently agreed to co-operate in a 
survey of the Pacific with the view te the con- 


- struction of asubmarine cable between British 
Columbia apd Australia. 

Advices reached here to-day that the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty have sanc- 
tioned the empjoyment of the Equeria to survey 
a route for wail steamers and for laying a sub- 
marine cable between British Columbia and 
Australia. Admiral Fairfax, the commander of 
the Australian squadron, has received orders 
directing the use of the Equeria for the work. 
The survey of the contemplated mail route from 
Australia to British Columbia 1s likely to oc- 
cupy three years. It will cover an expanse of 
water 200 miles wide for the entire distance. It 
is impossible to describe the precise route, but 
it willeommence from some point on the east 
coast of Australia and proceed via the extreme 
northern coast of New-Zealand, thenee to British 
Columbia, passing eh and connecting with the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. 

The question of both a mail and cable service 
from England to Australia, via Montreal and 
Vancouver, is at present forming the subject of 
correspondence between the Imperial Govern- 
ment and the two colonies. 


A MOST UNLUCKY JOKE. 


DAVID COLBERT ACCIDENTALLY KILLS‘ 
HIS YOUNG BRIDE. 

CricaGo, May 31.—Mrs. David A. Col- 
bert, a bride of two weeks, was shot and killed 
this morning by her husband in their room at 
his parents’ house, at 165 Burling-street. The 
shooting was accidental, but it was a clear case 
of reckless carelessness in the use of a revolver. 
As her husband was dressing, Mrs. Colbert 
picked up his watch from the pillow and 
teld him jokingly that she meant to 
keep it. “So you mean to be a hbighway 
robber do you? then I'll turn highwayman,” he 


said laughingly as epee bis pistol from his 
pocket. “Stand and deliver.” Mrs. Colbert 
jumped out of bed, and as she tried to get hold 
of the pistol Colbert attempted to keep it out of 
her reach. In some way she managed to strike 
the weapon with her hand, an explosion fol- 
lowed, and Colbert, as he saw blood appear on 
her night dress, fellinafaint to the floor. As 
her younger sister came running into the room 
Mrs. Colbert gasped, ‘* Ob Kitty, look at David,” 
and fell dead. She had been shot in the left 
breast. 

Her husband, on recovering consciousness, 
made two attempts to take his own life, once 
with the revolver and again with acarving 
knife. He was disarmed by the family and held 
until the police arrived and carried him olf to 
the station house for safe keeping. Colbert is 
21 years old and aclerk for Charles Germain, a 
Board of Trade man. His wife was a very 
pretty girl, ana but 17 years of age. They re- 
turned from their wedding trip just a week ago. 
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FROM THE FISHERIES. 

GLOUCESTER. Mass., May 31. — The 
schooner Druid arrived to-day from a Grand 
Bank codfishing voyage, bring 180,000 pounds 
offish. Capt. James L. Kenny had been absent 
two and a half months, and found the fish verr 
scarce. He reported seeing recently 75 sail 
of handline dory fishermen on Western Bank 


and Quero, and they all said that they were do- 
ing nothing and that they would not average 75 
tubs toa vessel. In regard to the purchase ot 
bait in the provinces, Capt. Kenny said he had 
put into Newfoundland to procure bait and 
found the coast, particularly at Fortune Bay, 
patrolled by four Government steamers. A large 
fleet of American and French flahermen had put 
into Fortune Bay for bait. The French boats 
were not allowed to buy any under any condi- 
tions, but about all the American Vessels availed 
themselves of the modus vivendi. Capt. Kenny 
could uot procure any bait without a license, so 
closely was the coast guarded. He paid for his 
license under protest.

PRESIDENT AND VICE-PRESIDENT— 
PLEDGED TO FEMALE SUFFRAGE, 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 31.—The Prohibition- 
iets completed their labors to-day by adopt- 
ing a platform with its qualified suffrage 
plank and by placing thereon a Northern Gen- 

eral and a Southern preacher. Gen. Clinton B. 

Fisk of New-Jersey is the candidate for Presi- 

dent, and the Rev. Dr. John A, Brooks of -Mis- 

souri the candidate for Vice-President. The 
woman suffragists have had their way as usual. 

The Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 14 

entitled to the credit of this victory. Its 


agitators have gone forth in the cause 
of prohibition, and have never neglected 
to 8=680W the seeds of its suifrage 
doctrines wherever they labored. The suffrage 
plank was adopted in the Committee on Kesoiu- 
tions by a vote of 23 to 12. The minority of the 
committee submitted to the convention a report 
bearing upon this seemingly momentous ques- 
tion, prepared by Walter Thomas Mills, John 

Olin, Evangelist Sam Small, and some 
others. It proposed to refer the entire question 
ot suffrage to the several States, promising as 
fast as the Prohibitionists came into power tc 
submit it to the people, to bo by them settled as 
they see fit at the ballot box. The majority 
plank deelares that the right of suffrage rests on 
no mere circumstances of race, color, Sex, or 
nationality, and where it haa been withheld 
from those mentally and morally qualified, it 
should be restored by legislative enactment on 
an educational basis. 

It can’t be sucha terrible strain to swallow 
the two ideas. Anyhody who can make a meal 
off prohibition ought not to objeet to weman 
suffrage for dessert. The threatenings of the 
delegates have not been so flerce against the 
two old | political parties as might be supposed. 
Itis evident, however, that their wrath is di- 
rected particularly against the Repubiican 
Party, and thatthe plan of campaign has been 
organized with a view to visiting vengeance 
upon it for the persecution it has practiced 
against Prohibitionists. It is felt that that party 
is crumbling, and that from among its masses 
must be gathered the material that will strength- 
en this third party movement. ‘“ We’ll destroy 
the Republicans first, after that the Demo- 
coats,” is the Prohibition cry. St. John ex- 
pressed it thus: 

“Cleveland will be re-elected in 1888. The 
Prohibition Party will elect its candidates in 
1892.” 

The first struggle of to-day was over the 
adoption of the report of the Committee on 
Rules. The point of this report, as the suffra- 
gists and the anti-suffragists well knew, was that 
the debate upon the suffrage plank should oc- 
cupy only twohours and that no speaker should 
have more than five minutes. The radicais 
among the ee and the antis wanted this time 
allotment doubled. The former were led by 
John Bascom of Massachusetts, the latter by 
Walter Thomas Mills of Chicago. They had 
linked armsin the hope of securing this exten- 
sion. Bascom had not appeared and Mills 
began his fight single-handed by moving to 
defer action upon the time section of the report 
till Bascom arrived. This was frowned down 
by the convention and then he moved to. except 
that portion of the report. Chairman St. John 
was equal to the emergency that had now 
arisen. Motions and counter-motions and points 
of order innumerable were hurled athim. He 
finally gaveled thegiconfused bedy into order 
and procured a vote that decisively indicated 
the unpopularity of Milis’s propesition. 

Mills is a little man, with a fierce face, a 
fighter evidently, who is more often in the 
ranks of the minority than those of the majority. 
He has opposed with all his might the insertion 
of any suffrage plank. Nothing daunted by the 
action of the convention, he climbed to the plat- 
form, as events proved, to hold his forces till 
Bascom should arrive. When that elderly gen- 
tleman was sighted the signal was given for a 
renewal of the battle. To him Millis yielded the 
floor, and by him was submitted a substitute for 
the time section, fixing four hours as the limit 
of debate, the time to be equally divided between 
the pros and the antis, and the leaders of each 
side to select the talkers. 

* But that will cut off free speech,” ‘shouted 
Bowker of Minnesota. * You’ve no righé to par- 
cel out the speaking upon this subject.” 

“We'll get as much light from five-minute 
speakers and more, in fact, than we will from 
speakers whoare given a long period inavbich 
to talk,” put in Bashford of New- York. 

“This subject has been discussed for four 
months,” said Christian of Mlinois, ‘and no good 
purpose will be served by giving it four hours 
of the valuable time of thisconvention. MDlinois 
has been flooded with literature by those wha 
wanted to educate us against woman suffrage, 
but unfortunately for them our wives and moth- 
ers got their work in first.” [Laughter and ap 
ag ag 

The v. Mr. Boole of New-York would be 
satisfied if ten-minute speeches were allowed, 
but the convention suppressed the idea. Evi: 
dently the mass of followers on both sides: were 
convinced of the folly of tolerating any such ex: 
haustipg debate, and they fell away from Mills 
and Bascom. The motion of Gilmore of Utica, 
N. Y., that the previous question be ordered was 
welcomed and promptly carried. St. John is by 
no means a poor parliamentarian, and he soou 
had the cobwebs swept away and the substitute 
was voted down. 

The path was now clear for action upon the 
report as it came from the committee, and it 
was adopted with a tremendous yea But the 
Rev. Mr. Boole was neither satisfied nor whol- 
ly extinguished. He would have ten-minute 
speeches, and his motion to that effect wag 
greeted with cries of “No!” Chapin of Dlinois 
gave the New-Yorker a telling thrust by remind- 
ing the convention that he had spoken about ten 
times already upon the subject, and 1t was now 
time for him to take a rest, so St. John ruled 
his motion out of order. 

The Texans were wild as steers because the 
Credential Committees had allowed the Lone 
Star State only 25 delegates. J. B. Cranfill 
demonstrated to the convention’s satisfaction 
that it was entitled to 26 delegates on the basis 
ot 2for each Representative in Congress, and 
1 provisional delegate for every 1,000 vote¢ 
cast last Fall, making 19 more, or 45 in all. 
Thereupon Texas was awarded its just desserts. 

Resolutions of respect for the memory of the 
Rev. George C. Haddock, who was killed in the 
War upon the Sioux City saloon keepers, were 
adopted by a rising vote. St. John infused a 
little more enthusiasm by directing the band 
to strike up “ Marching Through Georgia,” 
which brought the delegates with cheers to their 
feet. * Dixie” developed the old rebel yell from 
the Southernerg, and “ Yankee Doodle” set 
the old men and women to waving their 
hats, handkerchiefs, and parasols. This was a 
spirited introduction to the collection of cam- 
paign funds. For two hours Christian of Chi- 
cago and Dr. J. G. Evans labored uneceasingly 
and with great success in unloosening the purses 
strings of the delegates. Aides were stationed in 
the aisles to announce the contributions of such 
as were too modest to make the announcement 
themssives. This money is to be used for cam- 
paign work and to be expended —, in print- 
ing and distributing temperance literaturo. 
Contributions of $1,000 were first called for, 
then $500, then $250, then $100, and then any 
sum that anybody had to give. The heavy sub- 
scribers were requested to exhibit themselves 
by standing up. When this pot was gathered in 
by the Secretary it actually contained tw cor- 
ner lots in Southern cities and a sawmiliin 
Georgia, the deeds for which wili be duly trans- 
terred to tne National Committee. 

B. F. Sturtevant was the first subscriber, and 
down went his name for $1,000. The conven- 
tion yelled with delight and demanded that the 
subscriber produce himself. A gentleman 
strongly resembling the late James D. Warren 
ot Buffalo modestly arose from his seat in the 
aisle, and making a bow satdown again. R. H. 
McDonald the President of the Pacitic Bank ot 
San Francisco, who 18 well Known to neighbors 
aod friends as the vinegar bitters man, threw 
in $1,000. James B. Hobbs, ex-President of 
the Chicago Board of Trade, camein with his 
$1,000. W. Jennings Demorest of New-York 
was coming in for $500, but John C. Rose 
reminded » en that that wasn’t enough, 
whereupon Mr. Demorest agreed to make it 
$1,000, upon condition that Mr. Rose would 
subscribe $500 on his own account, ap agree- 
ment that was ratified upon the spot. Frome 
away up in the gallery came a voice calling 
out that there was a hotel keeper up in Grand 
Rapids, Mich., who keeps no bar and has neo 
wine list on his table, and who was anxious to 
come in with the rest of the boys for a thousand, 
whereupen Mr. J. N. Johnson was admitted. 
An Oregon man—J. G. Warner of Portland—got 
upon achair and plumped in another $1,000 in 
behalf of his city, telling the delegates that iz 
they proposed to go West and settle Oregon waa 
the coming State. 3 

The thousand-dollar fellews sat contentedly 
areuna and awaited developments. Suadenly 
A. W. Wheeler of Chicago created a flutter by 
raining Ten all $1,000. Whew! Brothers Me- 
Donald, Hobbs, Demorest, Johnson, and Warren 
gazed at the centre of the table, the ceiling, and 
one another—then retired. The Bosten man was 
not to be beaten. He proposed to sce the thing 
out, having gotin this far. Would his note for 
another $1,000 be accepted? It would. and it 
‘it was, and the delegates voolferated their ad- 
‘miration for the skill and pluck of the two gen- 
tlemen. 

A face of ebony blackness rose into view under 
She gallery. The Rev, John H. Hector of San 





. Francisco claimed the attention of the conven- 


‘ton. “Light is rising out of darkness,” ex- 
‘olaimed he. The dsiegates thought they sawa 
point, and laughed for a fnll minute, © col 
ored clergyman smiled and added: “TIT desire to 
subscribe $500 in benalf of H. C. Whitmore of 
Cc. LD. Seovt of Duluth, whe 
described as a thorouchly new convert, 





having become a Prohibitionist since he arrived 
upon the ground, contributed $500, 
this Prohibition Convention like an old hen?” 
inquired the colored Californian, again looming 
into view. “Because it takes care of the black 
chickens as well as it doss the white ones.” He 
had answered hisown conumdrum. He added: 
“In behalf of another Los Angeles, Jesse RB. 
Hil, I subscribe $100.” Three times more he 
caught the Chairman’s eye, and each time he 
anneunced another one-hundred-dollar subscrip- 
tion in bebalf of some Californian. 

Prof. Samuel Dickio announced that Father 
Martin Mahoney of the House of the Good 
Shepherd at St. Paul had subseribed $100. He 
added that this contribution was from a clergy- 
man whose salary is only $500 a year, The 
convention desired to see Father Mahoney, and 
alittle man, slight of figure and thin of face, 
with a marked Irish brogue, consented to come 
forward to tho reporters’ platform and say afew 
words. He bégan by saying that his oontribu- 
tion was too inconsequential a thing to talk 
about. He was interested, lie said, in the tem- 
yperance cause, and he regretted that so many 
persons of the Catholic faith were conspicuous 
1H the sale of liquor, ‘fo the denominational 
press, represented upon the floor of tue conven- 
tion, he would say that it might sid in 
evangelizitig hia Catholic friends by teaching its 
readers to cnecourage temperance among their 
Catholic neighbors and by distributing temper- 
ance literature broadcast through the Catholis 
population of the country. 


When the pool was counted it was fonnd to 
sontain $26,500, besides the two town lots and 
the saw mill before mentioned. Among the 
larger subseribers in the East are William D.

$100; the Pennsylvania delegation, $950; H. 
M. Randall, Port Jefferson, N. Y., $100; A. 
A. Hopkins, Rochester, N. Y., $100; T. J. 
Pease, Thompsonville, Conn., $100; T. C, Bur- 
rows, Portland, Me., $100; the Maryland dele- 
gation, $100; W. W. Smith, Poughkeepsie, N, 
Y., $100; Thomas Fortune, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
@50; the Silver Lake Quartet, $50; the New- 
Jersoy delegation, $750, making $1,000 which 
that State has contributed in all. 

Four hours were occupied in the afternoon in 
adopting the platform. This was read section 
vy section by Bam Small, As was anticipated, 
the gr@at struggle of the convention was over 
the suffrage plank. The convention was, 
roughly speaking, in favor of it by 10 to 1. 
The minority was lead by such sturdy fighters 
as John M. Olin, Walter Thomas Mills, Sam 
Small, T. G Richmond, Neal Dow, and Tate 
of Tennessee. The majority included Frances 
E. Willard, the head and front of The Wotn- 
en's Christian Temperance Union in the 
West; Mother Stewart, the veteran crusader of 
Ohio; Prof. Samuel Dickie, Mrs. Merriwether of 
Missouri, Mrs. Perkins of Ohio, Col. George W. 
Bain of Kentucky, J. B, Crantillof Texas, Fan- 
ning of Michigan, Dr. J. G.. Evans of [llinois, 
John Russell of Michigan who wrote the orig- 
Inal woman's suffrage plank adopted by the 
Prohibitionists a dozen years ago; M. V. W. 
Bennett of Kansas, and Chairman &t. John, 
whose aympathy did not run away with his 
sense of fairness as a presiding olficer. The 
policy of the “ antis” was to secure a substitu- 
tion of the} suffrage plank in the minority re- 
port for that in the majority report. This reads 
as tollows: 

“We believe that the right of equal suffrage to 
woman is one that should be settled by the several 
States, according to the public settioment in those 
States; and we promise, as a ophy® that as rapidly 
as we come into power We will submit this question 
to a vote of the people in the several States, 
settled by them at the ballot box.” 

Chapin of Wisconsin made the necessary 
motion, and for mere than two hours thereafter 
bediam reigned. St. John could bring the con- 
vention to order, once he had recognized a 
delegate and started him on his five minutes’ 
journey, but the trouble wasin granting recog- 
nition without seeming to discriminate, for dele- 
gate after delegate would pop up and yell ** Mr. 
Chairman” until at least 100 would be on their 
feet at a time. 


T. C. Richmond was positive that the presente 
of the plank in the platform would drive away 
thousands of men in the South who otherwise 
would vote the probibition ticket. This was 
vigorously denied by Mrs. Merriwether, who de- 
clared that all her kith and kin were Southern 
tu the core and they all favored woman suilfrage, 
More than tiiat, in her prerigrinations through 
the South as anagent of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Association she found the Southern 
men and women in favor of it. John M. Olinde- 
clared that instead of sectionalism being 
destroyed by the Prohibition Party it would be 
promoted byto-day’s action. for the plank would 
divide the North and the South at the Ohto 
River. Speaking for Kentucky, Col. Bain suid 
everypody wanted woman sufferage., If the 
plank was dropped out now, after having been 
recognized for @ dozen years, the Prohibitionists 
would be accused of having done something to 
catch votes, 


Neal Dow argued that it was a question of poli- 
ey solely that wasinvolved. Wasit wise to alien- 
ate votes, or wiser to make votes? He likened

be towed into port by a steamer that itself was 
short of motive they 


In other words, should 
the prohibition delay its own arrival in port by 
taking in tow Woman suffrage ! 

Tate of Tennessee extiaimed: “Give us this 
platform without the plunk and we'll poll 
40,000 votes in my State; with the plank we'll 
poll 5,000.” 

Sam Small pleaded for hia compromise plank 
in tke minority report, belisving there were 
thousands in the South who would let prohibi- 
tion alone if yoked with Wotan suffrage. Wal- 
ter Thomas Mills detlared that no two men 
could walk tegether unless they felt aggneved. 
There was notaState in the Union, he said, 
where the Prohibitionists could organize a ma- 
jority on the éuffrage question. Woman suf- 
frage was 25 years behind probibition. Prohibi- 
tion alone should be the party’s watehword. 
Frances Willard pointed out the value which 
the Woman's Christian Temperatuce Union has 
been to prohibition. It had educated the masses 
upon the suffrage questiun—at tlie same time it 
had edtiwated thein if prohibition. If it was 
true, 28 some of thé speakers had said, that 
woman's suffrage was an animal not fit to run 
abreast the prancing prohibition steed, then har- 
nese them tabdem and drive them that way. 
[Tremendous applause. } 

The period of time set for the discussion at 
last Was reached, and the previous question 
was ofdersd. The substitute was trampled 
upon by & viva voee vote that sounded like a 
Summer cascade on one side and thundered 
like #& Spring waterfall on the other. The 
nisajority plank Was fen adopted, together with 
the remaining planks of the report and two 
resolutions recognizing the ecivil>and legal 
rights of the colored ian, and the neeessity of 
taking Dakota into the Union, The platforn 
was as follows: , 


The Prohibition Party in National Convention as- 
sembied, Atknowledging Almighty God as the 
seurce of all power ii guvernment, do hereby de- 
clare: 

1. That the manufacture, importation, exporta- 
tion, truhspertation, aud sale of aleoholic beverages 
shall be made public crimes and punvished as such. 

2. That such projubition must be secured through 
amendments of our National and State Constita- 
tion, etiforeed by adequate laws adequately eh gets 
ed by administrative authotity, and to this eud the 
organisation of the Prohibition Party is imperative- 
ly demanded in State and nation. 

S$. That any forti of liceiise, taxation, or regu- 
latton eof the liquor tratiic is contrary to good 
governumont; that any party which supports regu- 
lation license or tax enters into alfianoe with such 
trafiic ani becomes the setual foe of the State’s 
welfare, and that we afraign the Republican and 
Democratic Parties for their persistent attitude in 
ivaor of thie liceused iniquity, Whereby they oppose 
the demané of the people for prohibition anid 
through open comphiciiy with the liquor cause de- 
feat the enforvement of law. 

4. For the immediate abolition of the internal 
revenue system, whereby our National Govern- 
ment is deriving support from our greatest national 
vice. , 

5. That an adeyuate public revenue being neces- 
sary, it may properly be raised by import duties 
and by an equitable assessment upon the property 
and the legitimate business of the country, but ini- 
port duties should be so reduced that no surplus 
shall be accumulated in the Treasury, ood that the 
bardens of taxation shall be removed from foods, 
clothivg, and other comiorts and necessaries of life. 

6. That civil service appointments for ail civil 
otices, chiefly clerical in their daties, should be 
bised tipon moral, intellectual, and physical qualifi- 
ca ina, and not upot party services or party leces- 
Bliy. 

7. That the right of suffrage reste on no mere cir- 
cumstaiite of race, color, sex, or nationalitv, and 
1 where, from auy Ganse, it has been held from 
citig us why are of suitable age and mentally and 
thu atly qualified for the exercise of an intelligent 
pallet, it should be restored by the peopie through 
the Legislatures of the States on such educational 
basis 48 they may destin wise. 

8. For the abolition of volygamy and the estab- 
lishment of uniform laws governing marriage anid 
divurce. ‘ 

9. For prohibiting all combinations of capital to 
contrat aud te mtrease the cost of preducts for pop- 
ular consuin ption. 

1@, For the preservation aud defense of the Sab- 
bath as a civil institution without oppressing any 
who religiously. observ) the same on any other day 
than the firat day of the week. That arbitration is 
the Christian, wise, and economic method of settling 
national differences, #d the same wethod should, 
®y hie arg legisiation, be applied to the settlement 
of disputes betweet large bodies of employes and 
employers; that the abolition of the saivon would 
remove the burdens, moral, pliysical, pecuniary, 
and govial, Which now oppose labor and rob it of its 
earnings, and would prove tu be the wise and sue- 
cessf{al way of promoting labor reform. and we in- 
vite labor and capital to unite with us for the ac- 
complishinent thereof; that thonepoly in land is 4 
wrong to the poople, and the public fand should be 
reserved to actiial settlers, and that men and women 
should reveive equal Wages tor 6équal work.

Alabama is first on the roll of States. When 
the roll was called, John T. Tanner of that 
State nominated Gen. Clinton B. Fisk of New- 
Jersey for President... The seconding speech 
of Judge Morrow of New-Jersey was the 
signal for the wildest applause. A campaign 
banner bearing Gen. Fisk's portrait was ran up 
over the platform and given’ three rousing 
oheers. No other name was presented and Gen, 
Fisk was nominated by acclamation. 

Sam Small inaspeeeh that captured the con. 
vention nominated for Vice-President Col. 
George W. Bain of Kentucky. Col. Bain ap- 

ealed to the generosity of the delegates to re- 
ease him from any such services. He preferred 
in the first place to bé allowed to continue his 
work of prohibition agitation, andin the next his 
health would not permit him to undergo the 
terrible] ordeal of & natienal campaign. George 
Cc. Ohristian of Lilinovis nominated Dr. 
John <A. Brooks of Kansas City, Mis- 
sourl, who nominated Sam Small of Geor- 
gia, and that gentleman begged to 
be exoused for reasons similar to those of Col. 
Bains. J. B. Crantield nominated D. L. Dohoney 
of Texas, The names were all withdrawn save 
Dr. Brooks, and that gentleman Was nominated 
unanimously and returned his thanks in a 
rousing speech. 

Dr. John A. Brooks was born in Maeon 
County, Ky., June 3, 1836. His parents 
weré of Virginia stock. He was  grad- 
vated at Bethany College, Virginia, in 
1856, Alexander Campbell, the founder of the 
Cambpellite order, who was its President, was 
his instructor. Fortwo years Mr. Brooks was 
President of Flemingsburg College, Kentucky. 
Earlier ia life he was a Demoerat. In 1884 he 
was the Prohibitien candidate for Governor of 
Missottri against Marmaduks, and was defeated 
Mr. Brooks is 
engaged as & preacher and lecturer for the Pro- 
hibitioh Party.

A VICTORY FOR SIR DIXON 
"HE WINS THE WITHERS STAKE 
AT JEROME PARK. 

SOME VERY GOOD FINISHES IN YESTER- 
DAY’S RACES UNDER THE AUSPICES 
OF THE AMERICAN JOCKEY CLUB. 


The Brooklyn Jockey Club’s bad weather 
seems to have followed the horses to Jerome 
Park. There was rain up there yesterday, as 
there was everywhere else. The track was very 
heavy, the attendance light, but the finishes 
in several of the races were very sharp, although 
the flelas of horses in the various events were 
small and of & commonplace class. The charac- 
ter of the racing will probably improve, however, 
when a change in the weather comes, which 
will make it possible for owners to start their 
horses. 


Six races were run at Jerome yesterday, and 
two of these, the Withers Stakes, for 3-year- 
olds, and the selling race, which wound up the 
day’s sport, brought out finishes in which the 
judges and the public genérally disagreed as to 
which horse was the winner. The results of 
the other racés were stich pronounced victories 
for the winner that no hard feelings or disputes 
wore engendered. The Withers Stakes, usually 
a hotly-eontested race, was the second on yester- 
day’s programme. There were but three start- 
efsinit. Mr. Belmont’s colt Prince Royal and 
a pair from the Dwyer string, Sir Dixon and 
Tea Tray. Godfrey rode Prince Royal, Fitz- 
patrick had the mount on Sir Dixon, and that 
arrant rogue, Tea Tray, was piloted by Mc- 
Laughlin. Though the field was small, the race 
was none the less interesting, and it was what 
racing men Calla corker. Once the horses got 
into theit stride, McLaughlin set otit to make 
the running with Tea Tray, and he held the lead 
until the trio got to ftunning around the 
great curve below the South Meadow. All this 
time Prince Royal had been running in second 
place and Sir Dixon trailing on in the rear, 
ready to take up the fighting when Tea Tray 
should have got tired and have been attacked 
with a fit ofthe sulks. Around the great ollip- 


tic the three horses camé on nearly even terma, 
itseeming then to be anybody’s race. Still, 
when the home stretch was reached Tea Tray 
had a little the best of it. But once straightened 
out on the outside of the track, where the foot- 
ing was the safest atid best, Godfrey sent 
Prince Royal to the front, and as his chestnut 
nose with its long white blaze pushed to the 
fore every one thought he had the race run. 
Tea Tray either had a case of the sulks or Me- 
Laughlin bad stopped riding him to give his 
stable companion a chance to win, 

Prince Royal was in the centre of the track 
and every stride seemed to indicate that he 
was pumping away fast enough to win easily. 
Half way down the stretch, however, Fitzpat- 
rick gave Sir Dixon his head, and though the 
$20,000 colt swerved a bit when first let out, 
he finally came steadily on and gave the cnest- 
nut colt a challenge for the prize. Godfrey 
however, thought he had the race won bandily, 
for he eased up a trifle on Prince Royal and 
turned to look at Fitzpatrick. That look was a 
fatal one for Mr. Belinont’s jockey, for before 
he eould gather himself and get to riding 
again Fitzpatrick’ had got Sir Dixon up to his 
saddle skirts, Then came a terrific rush and a 
rattling fluish. 

Half the crowd thought it was a dead beat. 
The seasoned race-goers. of years who saw it 
said Prince Royal had won by ahead. Godfrey 
thought so. So did ‘* Davey” Johnson, who was 
right at the finishing point. But Presiding 
Judge Wheatly thought Sir Dixon had won by 
a nose, and his word was law, and su the race 
was given tothe Dwyer colt, and Mr. Philip J. 
Dwyer, who was over in the timing stand, was 
very happy. He was much happier, in fact, than 
were the people who had backed Prince 
Royal, They said a great many hard things 
against Mr. Wheatly, but THe TiM&s’s reporter 
agrees with him that Sir Dixon did win the race 
by a short half head. Godfrey lost the race 
fairly and squarely by his neglect to ride the 
race out to the end instead of easing his mount 
and waiting for the close finish which jockeys 
uiways like to ride in order to win the applause 
of the grand stand. And so he lost a prize 
which Mr. Belmont would probably rather have 
now, simply for the honor of winning it, than 
any race to be run at the track this year, be- 
cause Prince Royal was bred and raised by 
him, and is in his way the pride of the Nursery 
Stables. 

King Crab and Leecust made a very pretty 
rage of the opening one over the Titan course, 
with Mr. Haggin’s filly Music a good com- 
petitor most of the way. The other six starters 
had nothing to do with the real work of the 
race at any part of it, though they helped with 
the gay dresses of their jockeys to make a 
pretty picture. But once all the turns had been 
rounded and the straight reached, Locust and 
King Crab left the rest behind and fought every 
inch of the way tothe end, King Orab itinally 
landing a victor by a couple of lengths from 
Locust, who was eight.in front of Music, with 
the rest straggling aiong behind. 

Tbe firat running of the Van Cortlandt Stakes 
over the course of a mile anda baif brought a 
victory for the Preakness Stable of Mr. James 
Galway, one of the most popular ownersin the 
East. His volt Belvidere, a full brother to Sir 
Dixon, who had just won the Withers, captured 
the prize, and helped to add very materially 
to Feakes’s laurels as atrainer. But Belvidere 
had to run a good race to win, for “silent Eph” 
Suedeker’s colt Esquimau, made the specdy 
Belvidere know that he had been to the races. 
After all the rest had got through running these 
two came out from the bunch and raced as if 
for a man’s life down the stretch, Belvidere 
winning by a balt length from Esquimau, who 
was 20 lengths in front of his nearest compan- 
ion, Queen of Elizabeth. 

Exile, who ran such a beastly race for the City 
Handicap on Tuesday as to absolutely disgust 
his owner, “ Billy” Lakeland, gave his owner 
and nearly every one else a surprise party when 
he won the handicap ata mile and an eighth, 
though he earried the top weight. Lakeland 
hai bucked him heavily to win the City Handi- 
cap, but yesterday didn’t back him at all. so 
Exile wentoutand won handily. Perhaps it was 
because Fitzpatrick rode him withouteither whip 
orspurs. At all events he was full of run and 
Was a race horse, as he is atintervals. Goodloe 
and Raymond gave him a good race, the former 
running surprisingly well, and being beaten by 
Exile by not more than a neok, with Raymond 
a half length behind Goodloe. It was a sensa- 
tienal finish, and only lacked one of Brown 
Duke’s terrific rushes to make it a model race, 
But Brown Duke wouldn’trun even a little bit, 
and so Williams eased up on him at the end. 

Letretia really had but little trouble in win- 
ning the race ata mile anda sixteenth, beating 
Longlight, who had made all the running in the 
early paft of the race, by two lengths, the latter 
a length in front of Maggie Mitchell, who is 
about ready to win a good race. 

Maia and Boccaccio ran @ first-rate race to 
wind up the day’s sport, and finished together 
atafuil tilt, so closely that it was a ilip ofa 
tog d which one had won until the official num- 

er wentup. Higgs, who rode Boccaccio, made 
a protest against giving therace to Maia, on 
the ground that he had been interfered with. 
The twodid come dangerously close together in 
the rush down the stretch away ahead of the 
other eight horses in the race. There was a 
very brisk brush at the end, and Maia won, if 
she won at all, only by a nose. Little Minnie 
was third, some lengths away, and the rest of 
the tield were strung out behind her.

RicuMonpD, Va., May 31.—Pursuant to the 
published call a general meeting of the stock- 
hoiders of the Richmond and Wost Point Ter- 
minal Railway Company was held here this aft- 
ernoon. Edgar M. Johnson of New-York was 
ehosen Chairman. The aggregate of preferred 
and common stock represented in person and by 
proxy was 392,651 shares. The representation 
was divided as follows: Majority, represented by 
Messrs. Edward Lauterbach, George F. Stone, 
and T, L. Logan, 298,006 shares; minority, rep- 


resented by Isaac L. Rice and William Libbey, 
94,645 shares, 


The stockholders calling the meeting failed in 
enlisting on their side a sufficient number to 
interfere with the present management, and a 


resolution was adopted indoraing the course, 
policy, conduct, and managoment of the present 


Board of Directors. This resolution was also 
adopted: 


Resolved, That the stockholders deprecate and 
condenin the action of those who have uselessly and 
unnecessarily cattsed a general meeting of the stock- 
holders to be convened, entailing large expense and 
inconvenience to the company, and who have un- 
justly aspersed aud criticised the company’s meth- 
ods, thus tending to depreciate its securities and to 
weaken the contidence of the community in its man- 
Seneeint, which we believe to be sound in every re- 
spect. 

The report of John H. Inman, President, 
shows the gross earnings of the associated 
roads compusing the system since the lst of 
October last to. be as foilows: Richmond 
and Danville, $8,321,122; Virginia Midland, 
$1,105,739: Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta, 
$649,825; Columbia and Greenville, $450,155; 
Western North Carolina, $419,785; total gross 
earnings, $5,946,676; increase over the corre- 
sponding period of the previous year, $769,177. 
Gross earnings of the Kast Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia Railroad for nine months, $5,751,-

months earned by the Richmond and Danville 
system in excess of all charges for interest, 
rentals, and taxes, $732,562, an increase of 
nearly 100 per cent. The general condition of 
the road is stated to be greatly improved. 

A resolution was adopted asking the board to

manuel Lehman as officials in the companies 
associated with the West Point Terminal Com- 
pany. In resigning their position with that 
company, it seems through some neglect or from 
some other cause they failed to resign their 
rs naa with the associated companies as 
well. 

The present management submitted their re- 
plies to each of the interrogatories propounded 
by the Libby committee some time since.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 31.—In the Law 
and Equity Court to-day Marshal Montz returned 
the order of attachment issued Monday night 
against C. P. Huntington with the indorsement 
*Not found.” Mr. Huntington was represented 
in eourt by Col Bullitt and Mr. Temple Bodley.

“The plaintiff moves the court to issue a rule 
against C. R. Long requiring him to appear in this 
court ona day to be named by the court to show 
cause why he shall not be punished for contempt in 
filing an answer in the name of the Short Route 
Railway Transfer Company when the said company 
was in disobedience of the injuactions which were 
issued hereiu on May 12, 1858, and May 26, 1888. 

“The plaintiif moves the court to sequestrate the 
property of the defendants, the Short Reute Hail 
way Transfer Company and Cc. P. Huntington, and 
te place the same in the hands of a Receiver.” 

Judge Toney at once ordered the ailas attach- 
ment to go, returnable one week.from to-mor- 
row. A bond of $5,000 will be required for Mr. 
Long’s appearance at that time as soon as the 
papers are served. The other motions went 
ever until to-morrow afternoon at 3:30 o’clock 
for argument. 

Huntiugton’s attorney filed an affidavit seek- 
ing to remove Judge Tonsy from hearing the 
case.

OROPS IN WESTERN NEW-YORK. 


A FAIR OUTLOOK EXCEPT 
MATTER OF WHEAT. 
RocHeEsteRr, N. ¥., May 31.—To-morrow’s 
Herald will print reports from correspondents 
in all the counties of Western Now-York on the 
prospects of the various crops. Generally 
speaking, Winter wheat looks very poor, al- 
though a few good patches are reported in Or- 
leans and Cattaraugus Counties. It issafetosay 
that the erop will not be more than half theaver- 
age yield. This is largely due to the cold Spring, 
the ground having thawed and frozen 80 as to 
leave slight fissures in the earth with the plants 
exposed to frost. There was less than the usual 
acreage sown to wheat in Genesee, Orleans, 


Cattaraugus, and Ontario Counties, and much 
of the land has been replowed and 
sown to Spring crops, so that the farmers will 
not feel the failure of the crop very heavily. 
There is about an average acreage of oats and 
barley, but owing tothe backwardness of the 
season little ean be predicted about them as yet. 
Oats have come up well inthe region about 
Rochester, and are looking exceptienally fine in 
the counties of the Southern Tier. Corn and 
potatoes are not yet allsownin the lake cou n- 
ties, but are coming up well further south. Con- 
siderable early-planted corn was killed by the 
late frosts, In Orleans, Erie, and Niagara Coun- 
ties especially, and to a less marked degrees eise- 
where, these and other crops have been 
greatly retarded by an unusual Spring drought. 
Within the past week, however, these regions 
have been greatly benefited by copious show- 
ers, and the prospect is now excellent for all 
grains eres Winter wheat. 

The counties along the lake comprise the great 
apple belt of the State, and the reports show 
that a remarkable crop will in all probability be 
harvested this year. Trees are reported cov- 
ered with blossoms, and even trees that bore well 
last year are reported to have bloomed extreme- 
ly well. This is not usual, as trees rarely bear 
plenteously more than once in two years. Te 
the farmers of Wayne, Niagara, Ontario, and 
also Cattarasgus the promised apple crop will 
more than make up for the failure in wheat. 
Beans are extensively grown in Monroe and 
adjacent counties, and, though rather early to 
prediot, the outlook is excellent for a full 
though late crop. 

Wayne and Ontario Counties report a smaller 
average of peppermint than before in years. 
Wayne County mint has a world-wide reputa- 
tion, and is of a superior quality. Last Fall the 
price of oil dropped to $2 50a pound, and this 
fact doubtless discouraged raisers of the mint. 
On the other hand many farmers in Seneca 
County are trying their hand at the crop and re- 

ort excellent success. The slopes of Cayuga 

wake are being set to vineyards, and the indus- 
try promises to be as successful there as it has 
been for years on Seneca and Keuka Lakes. The 
Niagara County grapes are also being exten- 
sively planted in Niagara, Wayne, Orleans, and 
other counties, where their culture was under- 
taken a few years ago with marked success. 
Orleans County is also attempting the oulture of 
sorghum sugar ¢ane, and considerable land has 
been given up to that plant this year, three 
large mills beiug in process of construction to 
render the crop into syrup. 

Other fruits besides apples have biossomed 
fairly well, although in many places the peach 
blows are killed by the late and severe frosts, 
Pears in the southern counties are in better con- 
dition than usual. Strawberries are a failure 
in Northern Wayne and in other parts adjacent 
to Lake Ontario, but the yield. in onroe, 
Ontario, and the seuthern belt will be about an 
average. Blackberries and raspberries are doing 
well. On the whole the season thus far, though 
@® very backward one, will probably prove a 
prosperous one for the farmers except for the 
matter ef wheat.

A curious feature of national politics to- 
day is the loud complaint of the party out 
of power that the party in power has been 
economical. Itis the traditional policy of 
the opposition to point out to voters the ex- 
travagance of the Government, and the 
Government is, as a rule, required to prove 
thatit has used the people’s money with 
Whenever the control of 


wise economy. 


our House of Representatives has been 
shifted from one party to the other, the 
Chairman of the new Committee on Appro- 
priations has tried to make the sum of the 
appropriations less than the sum reached 
by his predecessor. Carefully prepared 
tables showing a reduction of the total 
as cumpared with that of the preceding 
session or Congress have frequently been 
effectively used as campaign documents. 
The elections of 1882 showed that extrav- 
agance, even in no greater a part of the 
annual expenditures than is covered by a 
River and Harbor bill, did not, in those 
days at least, commend to the people the 
party or the men who were responsible 
for it. 

But now the people are told that those 
who are in power deserve condemnation be- 
cause they hae not spent enough money. 
Party conveutions make platforms in which 
the Administration dnd the majority in the 
House are denounced because the millions 
of surplus have not been cleared away by 
liberal appropriations. The Republicans 
of Pennsylvania say in their platform that 
the ‘* Administration is responsible for 
allowing the accumulation of a large sur- 
plus in the Treasury which should 
have been appropriated” for certain ob- 
jects, among which are mentioned har- 
bor improvements and public buildings, 
although itis notorious that in respect to 
no other objects has legislation in the past 
been characterized by more extravagance 
or procured by methods more vicious, 
There is complaint also in conventions and 
elsewhere because the Blair bill has not 
been passed, and becauso other measures 
which might take hundreds of millions out 
of the Treasury have been effectively op- 
posed. The cry is, “You have not spent 
enough money, and for this reason you 
ought to be displaced by men who will 
spend what has been accumulated by un- 
necessary taxation.” 

This demand for extravagant legislation 
does not represent the sober second thought 
of the rank and file of any political party. 
Lt.comes from influential leaders who have 
undertaken in the service of protected in- 
terests to prevent a revision of the tariff, 
and who have won for a time the partisan 
support of thousands by whom extrava- 
The 
legislators who passed the Page River and

their District Conventions twenty-seven 
were beaten at the polls. In New-Jersey 
only une out of four survived, in Ohio only 
one out of seven, and while five out of 
seven in Michigan were renominaied only 
one was re-elected. Intelligent voters may 
be for a time misled by appeals to partisan 
feeling, but eventually they will stand for 
an economical use of the national revenue 
and willrebuke extravagance. 

This temporary repudiation of sound 
principles of economy by large bodies of 
voters is due tothe demoralizing influence 
of a tariff which rises so far above the 
limits of reasonable protection that it may 
fairly be ealled a tariff for extortion. The 
powerful interests which are served by 
this tariff desire to their 
ileges even at the cost of the en- 
tire surplus revenue. In the pursuit 
of their purpose they willingly cast 
aside all considerations of economy in leg- 
islation and have been able to make for 
a time a great political party subservient 
to their greed. But a national policy of 
extravagance, while it may seem to be 
favored by a party for a brief season, can 


retain priv- 


never permanently supplant a policy of 
wise economy either in Congress or in the 
minds of the people. 


PURITY OF CROTON WATER. 

There is no question on which the people 
of this city are more likely to be sensitive 
than that of the purity of the Croton water 
supply. We are to be dependent on that 
supply for along time to come, and if it is 
not wholesome we ought to know it. The 
general testimony for years has been that 
Croton water is remarkably pure and en- 
tirely free from qualities likely to injure 
the public health, but at the last meeting 
of the County Medical Society a paper was 
read which was calculated to produce a 
‘*scare” on this question, and nothing of 
that kind can be justified unless indubi- 
table facts are produced to show that the 
water is actually unwholesome and liable to 
cause disease. General statements as to the 
number of people and domestic animals and 
manufacturing establishments within the 
drainage area of the Croton water supply 
are not sufficient, nor is it quite fair to 
make a broad inference from these facts 
that “‘ tons upon tons of refuse and filth are 
daily run into Croton Lake, contaminating 
the water and making it poisonous,” unless 
this is known to be the case. We recall that 
the author of this paper made a report to 
the same medical society in December, 
1885, in regard te the construction of the 
Quaker Bridge Dam, in which he took the 
opposite view as to the impurity of the 
water. 

An investigation was made by order of 
the City Board of Health about the end of 
1884 and in the early part of 1885 on this 
very matterof the pollution of Croton water 
by the occupants of the region from which 
itisdrawn. The reportshowed thatsewage 
did to some extent find its way into the 
lake, especially when Spring freshets caused 
overflow in the streams which feed it. But 
the conclusion of Dr. Epson was that the 
long flow of the water, its exposure to the 
air, and the natural processes of purifica- 
tion rendered itinnocuous, though there was 
danger.that causes of pollution might in- 
crease to such an extent as to give the 
water an unhealthful contamination. He 
recommended more stringent measures of 
protection, including the acquisition by the 
city of the land bordering on the lake for 
a distance of half a mile from its shores. 
Prof. CHANDLER has repeatedly testified to 
the remarkabie purity of Croton water, and 
after the Board of Heaith investigation in 
1885 he assured the Aqueduct Commis- 
sioners that the supply was exceptionally 
wholesome, and that any apprehension that 
the enlargement of the storage reservoir by 
the construction of the Quaker Bridge Dam 
would tend to make it impure was ridicu- 
lous. 

The weight of scientific and expert opin- 
ion is certainly on the side of Croton water 
as naturally one of the purest and most 
wholesome supplies in the world. The ques- 
tion then is whether it is contaminated by 
the population of the district from which it 
isdrawn. The mere existence of this popu- 
lation is no evidence atall. It might exist 
and be multiplied by ten, and if proper 
provision were made for disposing of 
refuse matter and controlling drain- 
age -the Croton water would be safe 
from pollution. Of course sewers and 
drains should not be directed into Croton 
Lake or the subsidiary reservoirs, and this 
is a matter that can be prevented. The 
exact state of things in that respect may 
well be inquired into, and measures should 
certainly be taken to prevent the people 
inhabiting the district which drains into 
the Croton River and Lake from making 
them the receptacles of filth. 

There is another question upon which we 
do not find scientific and medical authori- 
ties entirely agreed, and it would be well to 
stir up a discussion upon it. Supposing 
that more or less of the refuse matter from 
habitations, stables, condensed milk facto- 
ries, and what not in the Croton Valley, 
does makeits way into the water supply of 
the city, is it actually a cause of disease? 
Differences of opinion on this point should 
not interfere with preventive measures, for 
the people of this city have a decided 
aversion to having the sewage of villages 
mingled with their drmking water, and it 
is not a difficult matter to dispose of it in 
ways more satisfactory to the city if not so 
convenient for the villages. 





THE DEPEW BOOM. 

The tender booms that blanched and 
languished under the shadow of Mr, BLAINE 
are beginning to rear their drooping 
beads now that by his final and absolute 
withdrawal they are fairly exposed to the 
sunlight of publicity. It is quite certain 
that none of these nurslings will be per- 
mitted to fade away for lack of care- 
ful planting and ‘watering and 
about and enrichment.

Some of them, like 
the Sherman boom, are hardy quadrennials. 
Others have but lately been, so to speak, 
put upon the market. Our esteemed con- 
temporary Weekly has under- 
taken to make an exhaustive illustrated 
catalogue of all the varieties, with what 
success we must wait for the exhibition at 
Chicago, with the consequent award of 
prizes, to determine. 

Here in New-York the Depew boom is 
naturally watched with greater curiosity 
than any other. One of the reasons of this 
curiosity is a mild solicitude to know why 
there should be any Depew boom. For itis 
the good fortune of the Empire State to 
possess at preseht at least two favorite sons 
whose claims are of the same kind. One 
would suppose that the favorite of these 
favorites would be the son whois already 
in a public station. Mr. Evarts is the 
senior Senator, while Mr. DerEw is notin 
public life at ali. He wasa candidate for 
the Senatorship, and it was his misfortune 
to come into the competition in a very ex- 
pensive year. When he withdrew from 
this cut-throat competition by letter he 
observed that the memory of the support 
he had received would be the most precious 
legacy he would bequeath to his children, 
a pathetic remark the effect of which was 
somewhat marred by the unfeeling com- 
ment of a jegislator that if he had received 
much more support he would not leave 
his children anything else. Mr. Evarts 
arrived at a much more frugal season, when

the legislative imagination had not been 
inflamed by competition and when modest 
merit found its opportunity. If the affairs / 
of this Nation were all to be administered | 
after dinner and by means of appropriate 
eloquence, there might be a question which 
of the two favorite sons of New-York were 
the more suitable administrator. At any 
rate, Mr. Evarts has reason for wonder if 
not for resentment that no Evarts 
boom has as yet appeared, while 
the Depew boom is at present 
as lively as it can be expected ever to be. | 
There is no subject of national importance 
that has arisen since the war which Mr. 
Evarts has not adjudicated by a joke, 
The Republican Party could select from his 
utterances a platform that would have the 
additional advantage of serving as a comic 
almanac. It can be said of both the favor- 
ite sons, as the envious Scotchman who 
joked with difficulty said of his successful 
rival, that they joke ‘“‘just spontaneous,” 
but for many years Mr. Evarts has had the 
occasions for putting his jokes where they 
would do the most good. Instead of drop- 
ping them from the dais at Delmonico’s for 
the immediate benefit of a few score con- 
vivialists in evening dress, he has launched 
them directly at the masses from the stage 
of the Academy or the platform of a con- 
vention. Thus were ushered into being 
the Silver Joke, the Temperance Joke, the 
Civil Service Reform Joke, and the justly- 
celebrated Three-Cent or Tariff Joke. 
Since he has adorned the Senate he has per- 
formed a feat much more difficult than 
public joking to so easy a joker. He has 
with great fortitude and resolution re- 
frained from committing himself on any 
subject about which people both cared and 
were divided, while upon the oleomargarine 
question he spoke out loud and free, in no 
more uncertain tones than he was said to 
have emitted upon the other side of the same 
question under a professional retainer. 

With such asimilarity of gifts on the part 
of the favorite sons of New-York, and with 
such an advantage of position on the part of 
one of them, why should the boom be confined 
to the other? We do not, of course, refer 
to that part of the Depew boom which is 
valiantly sustained by our esteemed con- 
temporary the Mail and Eapress, which is 
said to bein a position to prove by Script- 
ure that Mr. DePEW ought to be the Re- 
publican candidate. We refer rather to the 
manifest growth of a sentiment that 
favors Depew and ignores EVARTS 
among the Boys. Very few of the 
active Boys have had an _ opportunity 
to be cheered by Mr. DrEprw’s eloquence, 
which is not to be heard at their customary 
refectories, but many of them are mani- 
festly impressed with the notion that he is 
the man for thetime. Perhaps the explana- 
tion of the Boys would be that ‘the time” 
at present is not the time for electing Presi- 
dents, but the time for booming candidates, 
and that, though it might be suicidal for a 
party to nominate for President of the 
United States the President of a great rail- 
road system, it may also be highly prudent 
and profitable for them to spend the early 
Summer of the Presidential year in discern- 
ing and proclaiming the eligibility of such - 
an. official. 

THE CONFERENCE ENDED. 

The Methodists could not remain for 
nearly a month in session im this city with- 
out attracting a great deal of public atten- 
tion, and it is to be said that they have in 
the main conducted their ecclesiastical de- 
liberations in such a manner as to have de- 
served it. When the Episcopal General 
Convention meets in one of our large cities 
it claims notice because so many men who 
are prominent in public life are connected 
with it. The Methodist following begins 
to have the same distinguished character, 
and this is shown not only by the Bishops 
and the men who are elected out of the 
ranks of the clergy for this office, but by 
the distinguished constituency of laymen 
who are found among the members. The 
Methodists as a religious body have gained 
immensely in their weight and impor- 
tance during the last quarter of a 
century, and this has never been more 
noticed by the outside public than dur- 
ing the late Conference. Its deliberations 
have been worthy of any public assembly, 
and were marked by nene of the unfortu- 
nate disagreements which often attend re- 
ligious gatherings. On the other hand, 
there is an absence in the account of the 
public proceedings of an interest in any- 
thing outside of Methodism. The moral re- 
forms are not patronized, and this may be 
easily pardoned; but the Conference has 
hardly shown in its proceedings that there 
is anything in this world but the Methodist 
connection. The timeis presumed to have 
passed when such a seemingly narrow view 
of the relations of a great religious com- 
munion to the nation and to the moral 
interests which constitute the life of com- 
munity can be satisfactory, and here is 
where the Methodist leaders have come 
short of public expectations. They have 
not seen the wood for the trees. 

The record of their actual legislation, 
however, shows that the Conference has 
been wise in action, and has attended faith- 
fully to Methodist affairs, It was feared by 
many that the women delegates would capt- 
ure the Conference by the power of senti- 
ment, but this was not the case. The women 
were treated with great respect, but the 
deliberate conviction of the Bishops and of 
the delegates was shown to be that the 
time for their admission into the chief coun- 
cul of the church had not yetcome. And yet 
there was a reaction in their favor of which 
they may feel proud and happy. Itwas 
feared that Bishop TAYLOR, who had come 
all the way from Africa with a grievance, 
would use his popularity to create a demon- 
stration in his favor, but the grand old mis- 
sionary was either too wise or too godlv for 
that. The Bishops advocated the giving to 
him a position of equality! with themselves, 
except that his jurisdiction should be ex- 
clusively foreign, and this was gladly ac- 
cepted by the Conference. The increase of 
the time limit for the ordinary pastorate is 
astep forward in recognition of thechanged 
position of Methodism since it ceased from 
the missionary conquests of the circuit 
rider in the early years of the century. The 
clergy are now better educated than they 

used to be; the demands of pastoral over- 


sight are more exacting, and the time has 
come when the Methodists have risen to 
a higher position ameng the American de- 
nominations. 

There is no other communion in the 
country which has the power to do more 
among the people who constitute the bone 
and sinew of our national life than the Meth- 
odists, and their Conference, asa whole, has 
materially increased the opinion of their 
ability to deal as a denomination wisely 
with the great problems of race, education, 
family integrity, and social unity which are 
before the churches of the United States to- 
day as they are before no other religious 
bodies in the world. There were other im- 
portant legislative conclusions reached dur- 
ing the Conference, looking chiefly to the 
better organization of its own spiritual and 
ecclesiastical affairs, but there was little of 
interest to the general public ontside of the 
episcopal elections, when the wisdom 
of choice was sharply challenged by 
the. use of machine methods, though 
not t@ thenedetriment of the high 
office for which the elections had been or- 
dered. The new Bishops, taken together, 
will compare favorably with the men al- 
ready serving in the sacred office. It must 
be conceded that the Methodists have the 
grace to put forward many of their best 
men into this office, and that their wise and 
conservative action does much to hold the 
fervor of many of the emotional brethren 
in check, The only criticism that can be 
visited on the doings of the Conference is 
that it has minded its own business rather 
too closely to meet public expectation in 
regard to its own recognition of what is 
due from such an authoritative body to- 
ward the complex interests which lie be- 
tween the sphere of the State and the 
Church and are too much ignored by both. 
It is the privilege of public Christian 
councils to recognize their opportunity here, 
and it is a privilege which they are too 
slow to transform into a duty. 

The Prohibition Party decided yesterday 
to become also a Woman Suffrage Party. 
This is almost certain to weaken it, for 
many believers in prohibition are not 
believers in woman suffrage, and this is 
especially the casein the South, where the 
Prohibitionists had the best chance of 
making considerable gains. There was a 
certain consistency in adopting an out-and- 
out Woman Suffrage plank in preference to 
the substitute resolution relegating the 
question to the States, for if matters 
of suffrage are to be decided by State 
action, so is the matter of regulating or pro- 
hibiting the sale of liquor. One isas much 
a national question as the oth and any 
policy of general application may doubtiess 
be dealt with by a national organization, 
though it may have to be applied by State 
action. The convention nominated Gen. 
CLINTON B. Fisk for President, as was ex- 
pected, and gave the second place on the 
ticket to the Rev. Mr. Brooks of Missouri. 
A striking characteristic of its proceedings 
was the hearty co-operation of North and 
South and the recognition of the fact that 
all sectional issues are settled. In that re- 
spect, at least, the Prohibition Party ex- 
hibits the spirit-of progress. 


Tho joint resolution introduced into Con- 
gress by Mr. Cox, authorizing the Park 
Commissioners of New-York to improve and 
beautify Governor's Island, with a view to 
its use as a-public pleasure resort, is natu- 
rally amatter of much interest to the peo- 
ple of this city. Itis not proposed to divest 
the United States Government of its owner- 
ship of the island, and the War Department 
would have to approve all plans of altera- 
tions, in order that nothing may be done to 
injure national interests. Itis rather a bad 
sign for the success of this project that the 
President has just vetoed an almost exactly 
similar one-to give Boston the benefit of the 
island on which Fort Independence is situ- 
ated as-a public park, to be connected by a 
causeway with the mainland. Butit does 
not follow that the military value of Fort 
Columbus to New-York is the same as that 
of Fort Independence toe Boston Harbor. 
The subject, of course, should be very 
carefully investigated before taking action 
on it. 


A variation on the current annexations 
of islands in the Pacific is now furnished 
by the act of France in hoisting her flag on 
the chief of the Minquiers group, which 
lies close to her own shore in the British 
Channel, The English will dispute this act 
of possession, as they claim that this group 
isa part of the archipelago known as the 
Channel Islands, belonging to them. Be- 
sides tke two chief islands, Jersey and 
Guernsey, and Alderney, Sark, Herm, and a 
few others, there are a great many islets 
there which are little more than uninhabit- 
ed rocks. France claims the southern 
group, the Chausseys, and now also, it ap- 
pears, their neighbors, the Minquiers, -per- 
haps in virtue of their propinquity to 
Brittany. But for that matter all the 
Channel Islands are geographically con- 
nected with France, being close to her 
northwest coast, although politically they 
belong to Great Britain. The customs, too, 
in the Channel Islands are the old Norman- 
dy ones retained with little modification, 
even the-dialects being largely forms of the 
old Norman French, The group now in con- 
tention lies just about half way between 
Jersey andthe French coast, and seem to 
be of exceedingly minor consequence, al- 
though they could doubtless furnish basis 
enough for a long diplomatic quarrel. 


DR. DA COSTA’S CRUSADE, 


The Rey. Dr. Da Costa, Rector of the 
Church of St. John the Evangelist, at West 
Eleventh-street and Waverley-place, held a re- 
ception last evening in the Sunday school build- 
ing adjoining the church, and bade a temporary 
farewell to the members of his congregation 
who were present previous to a trip to Europe.

A RIVAL IN THE FIELD. 


THE UNION CLUB ALSO AFTER THE STE W- 
ART MANSION, 


Although it has beef generally known for 
some time that the Manhattan Club had made 
an offer to the Stewart heirs for the Stewart 
mansion, at the corner of Fifth-avenue and 
Thirty-fourth-street, of $800,000, the definite 
conclusion of the bargain has, it is evident 
to all, been prevented for a long time 


for some reason that did not appear on the sur- 
tace. This delay is now continued, itis thought 
by members of the Manhattan Club, by the ac- 
tion of the Union Ciub, whieh, they say, has 
made a higher bid fer the property. 
Whether this be true or whether the heirs 
are repenting of their reported willingness to 
accept the Manbattan Club’s offer and 
are desirous of inducing the latter to make the 
larger offer of $900,000, which 1t is said the 
property is estimated at by the heirs, remains to 
be desided by the answer to a letter written yes- 
terday by a member of the Manhattan Club aub- 
committee toa member of the committees re- 
centiy appointed by the Union Club to reports 
upon &@ Dew Bite. 

his letter begins by stating that it is a mat- 
ter of public notoriety that the Mauhattan Club 
has been for some months past negotiating 
with the heirs and legal representatives of the 
Stewart estate for the purchase of the Stewart 
house. It says that the newspapers have men- 
tioned the matter frequently and have correctly 
stated the price offered for the property, 
$860,000. It calls attention to the fact that 
it has been repeatedly and publicly stated 
that the parties in interest were willing 
to accept the terms and had with 
the exception of one of the devisees 
under the will then and now abroad, signified 
their willingness to accept the offer made in be- 
haif of the club. The committees was conse- 
quently, 1t says, quite contident that tne 
purchase would speedily be consummated. It 
goes On to say that it now learns that some 
person, acting on behalf of the Union Club, and 
of course with a full knowledge of the facts, has 
offered a much larger sum for the property, 
availiug himself of the fact that no written 
agreement binding upon the heirs and Trustees 
had been made. The inquiry is then made if 
this report is true. 

A member of the Manhattan Club was loth to 
believe yesterday that the offer as reported had 
been made by the Union Club. “I can hardly 
believe,” he said, “that the Union Ciub or any 
of its representatives should have disregarded 
the Manhattan Club so completely in the mat- 
ter. One would suppose that only the mosé 
friendly feelings would be evinced by them 
toward us.” There is, however, in the minds of 
the committee of the Manhattan Club, composed 
of John Hone, Frederic R. Coudert, and ©. C. 
Baldwin, a belief that the offer has been made. 

A member of the Union Club said last evening: 

“| think that no onehas yet been empowered 
by our club to make any definite offer. ‘Ene com- 
mittee appointed at thé annual meeting was 
only to examine into the questioa of suitable 
sites and report ata later meeting. Of course, 
this committee may have had negetiations with 
the Stewart heirs, however, and probably wonid 
make some inquiries in regard to price.” 
' At any rate, the reply to the frank question of 
the Manhattan Club committee will be awaited 
with interest, as it will propably decide once for 
all the now long-mooted question, Who will 
have the Stewart mansion? It will also reveal 
possibly what the attitude of these two oelubs 
will heréafter be toward one another.

QUEEN CHRISTINA’S JOURNEY. 

Barcelona Dispatch to the London Times. 
The reception of the Queen-Regent along 
the whole of the route between Saragossa and 
Barcelona was exceedingly cordial. The royal 
train stopped some minutes at each of the more 
important stationsin order to give an oppor- 


tunity to the country people to see the baby 
King, and this concession ssemed to be svery- 
where much appreciated. Asthe Queen neared 
the Catalonian capital the weleome accorded 
her besame more demonstrative, and in some 
stations it appeared to be almost frenetic. The 
country people and peasants were freely ad- 
mitted to the stations, and a very large propor- 
tion consisted of children. Even the little King 
seemed to appreciate this feature, for he 
smiled and clapped his hands with vyisi- 
ble delight as these troops of children uttered 
their shrill vivas, and wayea their ragged hats, 
The reception at Barcelona was of a very inm- 
posing character. Atthe station many foreiga 
nava: uniforms were conspicuous, but no fer- 
eign oflicer attended officially. Yesterday the 
ofticial reception was heldin honvr of the little 
King’s second birthday, and to this none but 
Spaniards were invited. The British Mediter- 
ranean squadron, commanded by the Duke of 
Edinburgh, entered the port at nvon yesterday. 
The Duke paid a private visit to Queen Chris- 
tina in the afternoon. The fleets assembled in 
the harbor probably constitute the strongest in- 
ternational naval force ever brought tegether 
in a friendly pert. All theships are fully dressed 
in honor of the King’s birthday. ‘There are over 
50 men-of- war, including some of the most pow- 
erful in the world, such as the italian Lepanto 
and the Colossus. The numerous salutes ex- 
changed during yesterday formed an aimost in- 
eessant cannonade.

EDITORS AND SOLDIERS SUFFER, 

Trenton Dispatch te the Philadetphia Press. 

There is consternation among the New- 
Jersey editors, for the Governor has sent forth 
the flat that there will be no lawa published this 
year. Under the statutes it is customary for the 


laws passed by each Legislature to be published 
in 100 papers designated by the Governor, who 
selects gocd Democratic sheets, and the Cun- 
troiler, who picus out tue Republican editors he 
deems worthy of support. To many of tke 
papers the income from this printing bridges 
over many financial chasms. Each year st ieast 
$60,000 is spent in this way. A large number 
of extra appropriations were made last Wiater 
and the shrinkage of the income of the State 
has caused the exchequerto run low. The Gov- 
ernor, therefore, is going te cut off the editors 
and the soldiers. The law regulating the publi- 
cation is not mandatory, and the Governor il- 
curs no penalty for violating it. The next item 
to be cut is the encampment at Sea Girt. This 
year the Second Brigade, commanded by Gen. 
W. J. Sewell of Camden, was to go into camp, 
but the prospect is that there will be no 10 days 
of militury scheol on Gen. Stockten’s broad 
lawn at Sea Girt. ‘There is no money to pay the 
expenses. The militia men are highly indignant 
because the discrimination is made against 
South Jersey troops, and it is generally claimed 
thatif the First brigade was going into samp 
this year some other item of expense would be 
lopped off.

REPUBLICANS ALL AT SE 


DEMORALIZED BY BLAINE’S 
SUDDEN DESERTION. 
LOOKING OVER THE FIELD FOR A 
SUBSTITUTE FOR THE MAN FROM 

MAINE IN THE PRESIDENTIAL RACE. 

WASHINGTON, May 31.--Republican Sen- 
ators and Representatives are no more certain 
to-day than yesterday as to who will protit most 
by the final withdrawal of James G. Blaine from 
the list of candidates forthe Presidential nomi. 
nation. They have thought about it, talked about 
it, and slept upon it, but there is no indication 
of anything like a unanimous agreement on 
Blaine’s heir. On the contrary, the general feel- 
ing to-day is that the Blaine men will now scat- 
ter in every direction, and that thus each of the 
remaining candidates will be more or less & 
Blaine legatee, leaving the course open for & 
grand scramble at Chicago. 

The politicians are even less inclined now to 
talk about the probable nominee than they were 
24 hoursago. Those who have been for Blaine 
are especially cautious. They are ail at sea, and 
they are not sure yet whether the Pinmed 
Knight will want them to act together or will 
leave them to do as they individually please. If 
they are to act together, it will be necessary for 
instructions to that effect to be issued with rea- 
sonable promptness. They are now out in the 
cold and the time is short in which to make new 
deals and alliances. It is the assumed desire of 
the Blaineites te form new connectionsthat leads 
to the belief that they will scatter. Each, it 
is argued, will look over the list and decide 
which of the candidates is the best for him 


to follow, and it will not take long after the de- 
cision is reached for the new alliances to be 
made. Some will think Sherman the surest 
candidate, some will prefer Gresham, some 
Allison, and so on. It is quite possible that 
some one will be found working for Representa- 
tive McKinley of Ohio. A good deal of quiet 
talk in MeKiniey’s favor has been heard to-day, 
and nobody denies that in many respects he 
would be a strong candidate. He is sound on 
the protection idea and bis course in Congress 
bas stamped him as an able and conservative 
man. But Mr. MoKinley is an instructed Sher- 
man delegate and the Senator’s adberents de- 
clare that 1t will not do for anybody to play 
what they call “the Garfield act” if he hopes 
to be elected at the polis. } 

While a good deal is heard about the necessity 
of consulting the wishes of New-York, Con- 
necticut, ané other Eastern States, some of the 
Congressmen say the thing for the convention 
to do is to find out who would be the strongest 
man in the Northwest, and then nominate him. 
The East, they contend, with Blaine out of the 
way, is all right for any canGidate, or at least as 
good for one Republican as for another, but the 
West and Northwest need to be looked after if 
they are to be kept in the Republican fold. 

Oddly enough, net much is hd&ra about the 
chances of Chauncey M. Depew. It is admitted 
that he would poll a lot of votes in New-York, 
and would make a bighly capable President, 
but itis generally taken for granted here that 
he would be very weak in the West, as a rail- 
road and corporation man, and this is supposed 
to destroy any chance of his nomination. 

The lightning rod which Mr. Frank Hiscock 
ran up several months agois attracting a little 
more attention just now, and here and there a 
Blaine man is found wondering how much 
power it may have to attract the Presidential 
lightning. It is asserted by some that the re- 
cent visit of Mr. Thomas C. Platt was intended 
to have something to do with the fortunes of 
Mr. Hiscock in case Mr. Blaine took himself out 
of the way. Mr. Hiscock is saying very little 
for publication, but he is meeting numerous 
New-Yorkers from time to time, and it is not 
supposed that heis trying to improve Depew’s 
chances. 

The Demoeratic Congressmen are in high 
feather. They like to see the Republican 
leaders fighting one another for the nomination, 
and they are cheeriag themselves with the hope 
that the fight will be hot enough to Jeave bad 
feeling after the convention. They admit, now 
that Blaine is out, that he would atleast have 
given them plenty to do during the campaign, 
but since the publication of the Paris letter 
they declare that Cleveland will have a walk- 
over, no Matter what Republican takes Blaine’s 

lace. 

4 Mr. Murat Halstead and Mr. Jay Hubbell are 
among the visitors at Washington whose com- 
ing is attributed to the publication of the Paris 
letter and a desire to find out what is to be 
done next. Mr. Hubbell’s trip is supposed to 
have something to do with the Alger boom. Mr. 
Halstead says very frankly that he is here to 
talk politics. Like a good many other Repub- 
licans he is not yet prepared to say who is going 
to capture the Blaine men, although he thinks 
Mr. Sherman may be benefited by the situation. 
‘There are indications to-night that some of the 
leading Blaineites are getting ready tocaucus to- 
gether on the outiook and determine whether 
or not Blaine delegates shall be turned over in 
a body to any particular candidate or allowed 
to distribute themselves wherever each thinks 
‘he can do best. 


KANSAS LEANS TO GRESHAM. 
BUT HER DELEGATES WILL SUPPORT 
THE MOST AVAILABLE MAN. 

TorrKa, Kan., May 31.—The delegates 
atlarge to Chicago from Kansas are instracted 
to vote and work for Senator Ingalls 1f his nom!- 
nation is practicable; otherwise to assist New- 
York and Indiana in nominating a man who will 
be most certain to carry New-York. No ether 
instructions were given, except from the Fifth 
Congressional District, which instructed for 
Blaine. Kansas Republicans are overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of nominating the man who will 


be strongest in New-York, Indiana, and other 
doubtful States. The Kansas delegates will 
vote in a body for that man, and their judgment 
will be influenced almost entirely in the matter 
by the delegates from New-York and Indiana. 
. Gresham is regarded as having all the qualifica- 
tions for a strong candidate in every State, and 
bas more supporters in Kansas, now that Blaine 
is out of the race, than any other candidate, and 
. the sentiment in favor of Gresham is growing. 
Depew is well liked in Kansas. For three weeks 


before the publication of Mr. Blaine’s last letter, 


the sentiment that under the circumstances Mr. 
Blaine could not be a'strong candidate had been 
‘spreading very rapidly. The Kansas delegation 
will assist the doubtful States in nominating the 
man who is most certain to carry them. Kansas 
Republicans at the present time, however, in- 
cline to the belief that Gresham is that man.

IT CAME LIKE A WET BLANKET. 
MASSACHUSETTS REPUBLICANS LOOKING 
TO DEPEW. 


Boston, May 31.—Blaine’s latest letter 
has been like a wet blanket on the Republican 
politicians. They didn’t want to believe that 
‘Blaine was out of the race, and even now there 
are some who do not accept the decision as 
.finalL The question is nowasked, Whom willthe 
Massachusetts delegates cast their ballots for 
now that Blaine is out of the race? That’s a 


hard question to answer with absolute correct- 
bess. The political leaders were so thoroughly 
laonesanted aie the Biaine sentiment that the 
merits of other candidates were scarcely cen- 
sidered. Conversation this afternoon with men 
who are inside in politics shows that Depew’s 
name at the present time is being very seriously 
considered. He has the call at present. Gresh- 
uin’8 name is mentioued occasionally, but no 
enthusiasm is developed. Ingalls is favorably 
‘considered, but, to sum it all upin a nutshell, 
everybody is atsea,and nothing is definitely 
- determined, but Depew is the most popular can- 
didate at present. 


ASSEMBLING AROUND DEPEW. 
Mr. Depew was in constant receipt of tel- 
egrams and letters yesterday from Republicans 
in all parts of the country, asking him to stand 
for the Republican nomination for the Presi- 
dency and giving him all kinds of good advice. 


He was chary about answering them, preferring 
to abide by the old adage, *‘ All things come to 
him that waits.” 

Nevertheless, there were strong indications 
last evening that some of the managers of Mr.

RARE TREASURES BURNED, 


THE MEDICAL DEPARTMENT OF PENNSYL- 
VANIA UNIVERSITY ON FIRE. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 31.—Flames did de- 
structive work in the Medical Department of 
the University of Pennsylvania this morning, 
and before they were conquered the big building 
was gutted and priceless treasures of medical 
science were ruined. Money can replace the 
burned parts of the building, but 
the damage done in the museum, library, 
pathological and histological laboratory cannot 
be counted by dollars and cents. The collec- 
tions, representing the work of over a century 
and one of the finest in the world, were in 
peril of total destruction, and the portion sacri- 


ficed to fire and water, though smail, cannot be 
Hips Spying Tho flames had started in a narrow 
hallway on the Thirty-sixth-street side of the 
building, between the laboratories of the patho- 
logical and histlogical departments, and before 
the first stream of water was turned on the 
Inansard root was ablaze and the flre wasravag- 
ing the fourth floor. The flames were fighting 
their way below when a second alarm was 
struck by the foremen for engines west of the 
Sobuylkill. 

While the flremen were fighting on the ont- 
side a band of students was doing heroio work 
on the inside. Led by Curator John Knight, 
they fought to save the museum and 
the library on the third floor where 
were gathered the treasures of the medical 
school When the stud Were almost 
stifled they put sponges in their mouths 
and returned to the work of rescue, 
The museum looked like a chamber of horrors. 
Its roof was a sheet of flames through which 
water poured down like cataracts, and ghastly 
rows of skulls with grinning jaws glared from 
the cabinets, while lines of skeletons looked 
like spectres under the flashing flames. Into 
this place the drenched students fought 
their way, climbed over the gallery and 
— the historio paintings from the walls. 

ost of the paintings seemed to have been put 
there to stay for ages and the students had to 
struggle to pull them down. All were saved ex- 
cept that of Prof. Atlee, but Prof. Shippen’s was 
also seriously damaged. 

Above the roar of the flames and the hissing 
of the water could be heard the howling of 20 
dogs. They were confined in a kennel just above 
the pathological laboratory for  viviseo- 
tion purposes, along with 12 = rabbits 
and a lot of mice and rats, and 
they could be heard until the roof 
fell with a crash and hushed their cries. With 
the falling of the roof the firemen had a decided 
advantage, as they were enabled to getat the 
fire much easier. The walls and floors 
of the two laboratories were almost 
burned away, the histological department 
was in ashes, and the amphitheatre, the famous 
library, which contains 9,000 of the rarest 
medical volumes in the country, the historic 
Pennsylvania Museum, and the private rooms of 
Profs. D. Hayes, Agnew, and Leidy, containing 
some of the rarest specimens in the world, were 
considerably damaged both by fire and water. 
It — nearly 12 o’clock before the fire was put 
out. 

The loss on the building is estimated by Clerk 
Salvader at not less than $35,000, and is cov- 
ered by insurance. The damage to the contents 
of the building is irreparable. About one-tenth 
of the specimens in the museum are destroyed 
while 200 specimens in the pathological labora- 
tory are also lost. Alarge number of bone pre- 
paratives, the work of a half century’s collection, 
were destroyed, among which were a number 
of temporal bones which can never be replaced. 
The library isa wreck. The brary was noted 
throughout the country for having the best and 
rarest class of books ever published on medi- 
cine. The damage to the rooms of Prof D. 
Hayes Agnew is large. Many of his spect- 
mens, rare charts, books, and _ instru- 
ments, the collection of a lifetime, are 
damaged beyond repair. The room of Prof. 
Leidy was also badly damaged and many rare 
specimens destroyed. Dr. Formad’s is proba- 
bly the greatest personal loss. In the patho- 
logical laboratory he had a fine collec. 
tion of instruments and specimens, none 
of which were saved. His loss on _  in- 
struments and apparatus alone he com- 
putes at $2,000, while his loss on specimens 
cannot be calculated. Forsome time past he 
has been making experiments on blovud cor 
puscles, with a view to proving that his view 
in the recent blood controversy is the right one, 
and had but recently purchased an improved 
photographing instrument for this work. He 
has lost everything—examples, specimens, ex- 
periments, instruments, and all. Medioal Hall 
was first opened in 1874. It was erected in 
1873 at a cost ef $175,000.

A MYSTERIOUS MORASS. 

SUSQUEHANNA, Penn., May 31.—The Erie 
Railway Company is laying a double track on 
its Jefferson Branch between this place and 
Carbondale. Two or three days ago the laborers 
on the work atthe Summit were amazed to seo 
the track sink tothe depth of nearly two feet, 
and for several rods along the line. The Jefter- 
son Branch was builtin 1872. One morning in 
the Summer of that year, at the spot where the 


startling sinking of the track occurred the other 
day, and fora distance of a quarter of a mule, 
the roadbed, which had been constructed with 
great difficulty in that locality, suddenly disap- 
peared entirely from sight, and an immense 
marsh, apparently bottomless, for the longest 
timbers that could be thrust down into it tound 
no obstruction, appeared in its place. After 
dumping into the pit 10,000 carloads of rock and 
gravel and 300immense hemlock trees, branches 
and all, without their leaving any evidence of 


‘their preserace in this mysterious morass, an 


effort was made to see how deep the sink hole 
was. Four timbers, each 40 feet long, were put 
down on top of each other before solid founda- 
tion was reached. 

The subterranean area of that great pit was 
apparently unlimited, anda row of piling put 
down by placing long timbers on top of each 
other was extended along each side of the 
space required for the roadbed, and in the 
channel thus formed the trees of a densely tim- 
bered tract of 10 acres and the gravel from a 
bed 20 feet thick and three acres in extent, 
besides hundreds of carloads of rock and other 
débris were dumped before a foundation for the 
roadbed could be formed. The work occupied 
five months’ time, and is on record as the most 
stupendous task of the kind in the history of 
railroad building. The sinking of the track the 
other day is the first serious reminder the com- 
pany has had of’the great drop-out of 1872. 


WOMEN’S BOARD OF MISSIONS. 
Boston, Mass., May 31.—The semi-annual 
meeting of the Women’s Board of Missions was 
held to-day. The news was received just before 
the meeting that the Treasurer, Miss Emma 
Carruth, died this morning. Her report showed 


that during the past four and a half months 
$32,524 had been received from subscriptions 
and $6,887 from legacies, making a total of 
$7,000 less than last year. Addresses were 
made by several returned missionaries. The ap- 
pointments of four new missionaries were an- 
nounced—Miss Mary Mathews to Turkey and 
Miss [da MoLennon, Miss Anna H. Bradshaw, 
and Evelyn L. Harvey to Japan.

CLEVELAND AND THURMAN 


THE ORY OF THE PACIFIO 
COAST DELEGATES. 
CALIFORNIA AND NEVADA THE FIRST TO 
APPEAR IN ST. LOUIS—DECORATIONS 

OF THE CONVENTION HALL. 

Sr. Louis, May 31.—"* For Cleveland and 
Thurman” is the shout of the delegates from 
California and Nevada, who arrived this morn- 
ing with banners, badges, a bale of bandana 
handkerchiefs, and a wagonioad of California 
winein pints, with which toe entertain visitors 
at the headquarters of the El Dorado State. By 
an unfortunate misunderstanding on the part of 
the Reception Committee, there was no one at 
the Union Station to formally receive the first 
delegation to arrive, and there was no march 
with brass band to impress the crowd 
along the street with the fact that 
the convention so long looked for had 
really begun to be a present thing. When the 
Californians thronged into the halls of the 
Southern Hotel, carrying their handsome white 
silk banner, Mr. M. F. Tarpey, who is one of the 
delegates at large as well as California’s mem- 
ber of the National Committee, and Mr. Stephen 
M. White, another delegate at large, found sev- 
eral of the gentlemen who had been so zealous 
at Washington in February last in urging the 
selection of St. Louis in preference to San Fran- 
cisco as the convention city. They also found 
their Senator, Mr. Hearst, and a throng of Cali- 
fornians, who have been here encouraging specu- 
lation at the fair grounds, where several of Sen- 
ator Hearst’s horses were competing for prizes 


and fhteresting the junior Senator from Cali- 
fornia a great deal more than the fate of the 
fisheries treaty in the Senate. 

It did not take long to discover that the Cali- 
fornia delegates have made up tkeir minds 
about these three things: They are for Cleve- 
land for President and an indorsement of his 
Administration; they are to a map for Thurman 
for Vice-President, if Thurman will accept; the 
are for tariffreform and a goud deal of it, al- 
though the degree varies with the men. They 
will ask that Lieut.-Gov. Stephen M. White of Los 
Angeles, be made temporary Chairman. The com- 
mitteemen are not yet prepared to say whether 
the delegation will favor a plank indorsing the 
Ways and Means Tariff bill, but thoy say that 
they are prepared to indorse the Administration 
every time and its policy, and that there is lit- 
tle room todoubt that they will go with the 
majority of the Committee. on Resolutions in 
any utterance that committee may choose to 
make on the tariff question. 

There 1s one thing about which the California 
delegation is very positive. It hasno candidate 
for Vice-President from its own State. ‘The 
mention of Gov. Stoneman’s name does not pro- 
voke the approving response that ‘local pride” 
might be expected to make. On the contrary, 
the delegates close all talk about Stonaman by 
declaring that there 1s not a vote for him in the 
whole celegation of 16. 

The question of civil service reform is not to 
be permitted to be overleoked by the conven- 
tion, unpalatable as it unquestionably is to a 
large number of Democrats whe are so short- 
sighted as to be unable to see that a failure to 
maintain their position on that question must 
prove acause of weakness to them in the fut- 
ure. The Missouri Civil Service Reform Asso- 
ciation at its meeting on Monday night last, 
after discussing the advisability of introdueing 
the morit system in both the municipal and 
State Governments, denouncing the use of 
money in elections, and condemning the obtru- 
sive participation of ollice holdersjin campaign 
work, authorized the appointment of a com- 
mittee of five to represent the Missouri Civil 
Service Reform Association at both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican National Conventions, 
to insist upon the adoption of a civil service 
plank in the platform of both parties. 

The St. Louis people who are footing the bills 
for the convention are doing so liberally. Hav- 
ing found out that $35,000 would not be enough 
for the purpose Mayor lrancis, Chairman of the 
Citizens’ Committee, called for $5,000 more, and 
has had no trouble in getting it. One commit- 
tee, however, Was not enough todoall the work, 
so a great number of lesser committees were 
appointed to do each a different thing. Mr. C. 
C. Rainwater, who was put at the head of the 
Committee on Programme, Entertainment, and 
Decoration of Hall, has had about everything in 
his hands, fer, as the name of the committee 
plainly suggests, according to its decisions every 
other committee is influenced. The convention 
hall was putin the hands of professional dee- 
orators. hey are still at work, but enough has 
been done to justify an account of the assem- 
bling place of the convention. 

The hall is about 300 feet long, 100 wide, and 
about 100 feet high at the highest point of the 
pitched and trussed roof. Ags built, the hall had 
but one gallery, extending all around at a 
height of about 30 feet. In order to gain space 
for a large audience an extra gallery, extending 
half way down the hali between the permanent 
gallery and the floor has been erected, and on 
each side it has been arranged in octagon front 
boxes, 12ixn number. At the east end or the 
hall, back of and above the upper gallery, in 
the space between the gallery aud the roof, is 
a large painting of the Capitol at Wash- 
ington. Below, from the foot of this 

ainting down to the level of the 
owest row of chairs for the _ press, 
red, white, and blue cloth has been lavishlv 
used to cover up the rails of the balcony front 
and the platform for the presiding officer and 
stenograpbers. A long row of tall columus ex- 
tend away from the platform on either side, 
looped together with timber arches. Wherever 
the arches touch columns there are groups of 
flags around a State shield, and the balcony 
front between is hidden behind graceful ban- 
ners of red, white, and blue cloth with wide 
stripes. Away off to the west, in the space 
ab@ve the upper gallery, and facing the repre- 
sentation of the Capitol at the opposite end of 
the hall, ia a large picture of Washington on 
horseback, framed in the folds of two flags that 
are caught up In the claws of an eagle. 


The decorations are all far more expensive 
and tasteful than any that have been seeu at 
former evnventions of either of the two great 
parties. To attempt a minute description of the 
metbods by which bunting has been used to 
cover woodwork would prove tedious to the 
It is, perhaps, enough to say thatevery 
spot that could be made bright has been clad 
with flags or stripes; that tropical plants and 
hanging baskets are to be added to the other 
decorations; thatthe private boxes are all eov- 
ered with maroon cloth to set off knots ef flags 
and rosettes; that many portraits of distin- 
guished Democrats are being set up where they 
can easily be seen, and that groups of small 
electric lamps, each with from 10 to 15 burners 
banging by a slender wire trom a dizzy point 
overhead, indicate by what means the conven- 
tion is to be illuminated at its night sessions. 

An official programme has been issued by the 
committee that has had charge of the work of 
decorating the hall. It coversin its provisions 
four days—Saturday, Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Thursday—as it has been assumed that the con- 
vention will be over by Thursday night. On 
Saturday evening at 7 o’clock the committees 
will meet at the hall to inspect its own work. 
A half hour later the hall will be thrown open to 
those who have received tickets of invitation to 
&@ concert that 1s to begin at 8, a band eccupying 
the place at the east end and behind the Chair- 
man’s platform thatit will occupy during the 
convention. On Tuesday, convention day,the hall 
will be opened at 9 o’clock,. The convention 
will meet an hour later. With that business the 
Comunittee on Entertainment bas nothing to do, 
but at 7:30 o’clock in the evening it will illum- 
inate Olive-atreet from Fourth to Fourteenth, 
for which purpose single and double orders of 
gas pipes, carrying mottoes and colored globes, 
are in place, At 8 o’clock there will be a parade 
of the military, Fire Department, uniformed so- 
cieties, and uniformed politica! clubs, visiing 
and resident. The parade is to be reviewed 
in front of _\the Exposition Building by 
the President of the Convention and the dele- 
gates from the different States. The wlumina- 
tion of Olive-street is to be repeated on Wednes- 
day evening, and is to be supplemented by a dis- 
play of flreworks at Washington-square and 
Twelfth-street at 8.30 o’clock. On Thursday, 
if the work of the convention permits, there 
will be complimentary banquets in many parts 
of the city to different delegations, and it is pro- 
posed, if the adjournment shall be reached in 
200d season in the afternoon, to provide several 
steamboats to carry the delegates on an excur- 
sion up the Mississippi and back. Thé illumina- 
tion of Olive-street is to be repeated on Thurs- 
day night. 

Mr. F. O. Prince of Massachusetts, Secretary 
of the National Committee since 1860, arrived 
bere this evening, and before he could get a 
bath had been interviewed by three enterpris- 
ing reporters, who wanted to Know who he was 
for for Vice-President. He was compelled to 
say that he did not know, and to express his 
delight at finding that there was somebody 
who was enough interested in the matter 
to ask about it. Mr. Prince has a 
theory about the Issue of admission tickets for a 
convention. He thinks it perfectly safe to pro- 
vide and distribute about three times as many 
tickets as there are seatsin the hall, upon the 
assumption that many of those given out will 
not be used, while many of the people who use 
theirs will not stay in the convention because 
they have little interest in the proceedings. 

Chairman Kisner of the Pennsylvania Demo- 
cratic State Committee reached here 4%-night, 


‘eoming in advance of the State delegatss t o 


have everything ready for them on their arrival. 
The Pennsylvanians will not reach St. Louisin a 
body. It will be for them a go-as-you-please 
race. When they get here they will march com- 
pany front for Cleveland and for tariff recduc- 
tion.

THE VICE-PRESIDENCY. 
THE MARYLAND ~-DELEGATION START 
FOR ST. LOUIS. 

BattrorEe, May 31.—Senator Gorman 
and the rest of the Maryland delegation to the 
St. Louis Convention left to-night, accompanicd 
by a number of prominent State members of the 
party, including the Hon. Stevenson Archer, 
Chairman, and Col. J. Thomas Scharf, Secretary 
of the State Committee, and the Hon. J. Frank 
Turner. Speaking of the Vice-Presidency the 
Hon. Albert Ritchie, a dslegate and party lead- 
er, said: 


“At this time the sentiment of the Maryland 
delegation is to give the nomination to an In- 
diana man. There appears, however, to be im 
that State alittle feud between the Gray and 
McDonald wings of the party, and it may be 
that the nomination of a member of the Gray 
wing would be like throwing a wet blanket over 
the McDonald element, and vice versa. In 
such an emergency as this I think the conven- 
tion would look to another State fora candidate, 
one who could unite both wings of the party. 
Indiana is a most important State to the De- 
mocraocy this year, and it would not do to have 
the party divided there.” 

Mr. Ritchie said of “Blaine’s letter’: “I 
think Blaine meant all he said, put I also be- 
lieve that shonld he be tendered the nomination 
for the Presidency by the unanimous vote of 
the Republican Convention he will accept.” 

L. Victor Baughman, another of the State 
party leaders and a delegate, said: ‘If the se- 
lection of a candidate for the Vice-Presidency 
were left to me I would name Postmaster-Gen- 
eral A. E. Stevenson of [ilinois. Iregard him 
as one of the ablest men in the entire countrys, 
and his nomination would please the young 
Democracy immensely. I believe it will be 
found that there is considerably morein the 
Thurman movement than appears on the sur- 
face, and I believe from what I hear that Thur- 
man or any other prominent Democrat can 
carry Indiana this year better than an In- 
diantan.” 

Allen W. Thurman of Ohio, son of Judge Thur- 
man, who was in the city yesterday, in speaking 
to an intimate friend said: “I do not believe my 
father would accept a nomination for the Vice- 
Presidency under any circumstances. Itis fool- 
ish to urge that my father can carry Ohio.

A LONG CONTEST ENDED. 
NOMINATIONS BY THE NORTH CAROLINA 
DEMOCRATS. 

RA.rFiGH, N. C., May 31.—The protracted 
8truggle on the Gubernatorial ballot in the State 
Democratic Convention terminated to-day at 2 
P. M. in the nomination of Daniel G. Fowie of 
Raleigh on the twenty-third ballot. There were 
16 ballots taken last night without result, the 
balloting continuing until 2 o’clock this morning, 
when a recess was taken till 10. This 


morning a turning point was made on the twen- 
ty-second ballot, when this county, (Wake), the 
stronghold of the Farmers’ Alliance, which had 
been giving a large vote to Alexander, the 
farmers’ candidate, broke and voted solidly 
for Fowle. At this point the leader of 
the Alexander faction reported a tel- 
egram received from Aiexander an- 
nouncing his withdrawal. The contest then 
lay between Fowle aud Stedman. Preparations 
for the ballot proceeded amid much excitement. 
It was not known to which of the candidates 
Alexander’s strength woulda go. The ballot re- 
sulted: Fowle, 523; Stedman, 435. When it 
was announced that Fowle was renominated 
the scene was indescribable. The assemblage of 
3,000 people rose and rent the air with snonts, 
Waving handkerchiefs and banners. Commit- 
tees were sent toinvite Fowle and Stedman to 
address the convention. Stedman tirst ap- 
peared and spoke briefly. He accepted his de- 
feat with admirable spirit and was greatly ap- 
plauded. Fowle, who is called the “Silver- 
tongue of North Carolina,” spoke with great 
power and brillianey. : 

S. B. Alexander was nominated for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor by acclamation. A sensation oc- 
curred this evening during the ballot for can- 
didates for Supreme Court Judges. A man 
named J. J. Laughinghouse of Beaufort County 
appeared on the rostrum and made a personal 
attack on the Hon. James E. Shepherd, candidate 
for Associate Justice, charging him with 
subornation of perjury in connection with 
the trial of a man named  Halcombs 
for the murder of Gen. Bryan Grimes several 
years ago. Laughinghouse was hissed by the 
convention and came near having a personal 
altercation with the Chairman when called to 
order. A. C. Aycock, a prominent lawyer of 
Goldsborongh, replied to the charges, and in 
vindication of Shepherd’s honor the convention 
unanimously nominated him. 

A telegram has been received from Alexander 
declining the nominatiou for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor. 

The convention elected four delegates to St. 
Louis, as follows: Richard Battle, Raleigh; J. 8. 
Carr, Durham; Paul B. Means, Concord; T. W. 
Strange, Wilminetou. The delegation will bea 
unit for Cleveland. 


THE ARKANSAS DEMOCRATS. 
CLEVELAND DELEGATES ELECTED BY 
THE STATE CONVENTION. 

LitTLEe Rock, Ark., May 31.—At noon to- 
day the Democratic State Convention met in 
this city. Delegates from all of the 75 counties 
in the State are attending. In point of numbers 
it-is the largest assemblage ever convened in 
Arkansas. B. B. Hudgins of Harrison was 
elected Speaker, friends of three of the Guber- 
natorial candidates—Hughes, Eagle, and Fish- 
back—uniting on him, while delegates friendly 
to Fletcher and Rector, the other two aspirants, 
supported Carroll Armstrone. The vote is not 
considered a test of the strength of any one of 


the candidates, however. After transacting rou- 
tine business the convention took a recess, and 
upon reconvening elected Dr. Charles M. Taylor, 
Benjamin T. Duvall, William L. Terry, and 
Thomas T. A, Tillar as delegates at large to the 
St. Leuis Democratic Convention. They are 
tariff reformers, and will support Cieveland and 
possibly au Indiana man for President and Vice- 
President respectively. Ten delegates from the 
five Congressional districts will be elected and 
reported tothe convention to-morrow morning.

KERR'S FATE UNDECIDED 


THB JURY LOCKED UP 10 
SHEE, A VERDIOT. 


CLOSING ARGUMENTS.OF BOTH ' SIDES— } 


THE JUDGE’S CHARGE TO THE JURY; 
WHICH RETIRED?AT 7 O'CLOCK. 

By order of Judge Patterson the jury in 
the Kerr case was locked up last night at 9:50 
o'clock, and the court will receive their verdict, 
if they reach one in the meantime, at 10:30 
this morning. Mr. Kerr was placed in charge of 
Under Sheriff Sexton and Order of Arrest Clerk 
Bernard F. Martin, who accompanied him to his 
house, where he slept. 

On the last day of each of the “boodle” 
trials ‘the attendance at court has been unusually 
large. It was generally supposed that yester- 
day would be the last day of the Kerr trial, as 
it had been announced that the case would be 
given to the jury about 6 o’clock in tie evening. 
S80 many people applied for admission to the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer yesterday that 
when, promptly at 10o0’clock, the main door 
of the-court room was closed every seatin the 
room was filled. Lawyers formed a large per- 
centage of the attendance and very few of those 
who had participatedin previous “ boodle” trials 
on the side of the defense were absent. It was 
noticeable that the sympathies of these were 
with the defendant, as severalof them gave 
hints to Mr. Kerr’s counsei that they imagined 
might be of assistance. In the audience were 
several ladies. They seomed to be greatly inter- 


estedin the proceedings, for those who were 
present at the morning session of the court at- 
tended the afternoon session, too, and came re- 
inforced. Mr. Kerr’s friends were present in 
force, and among them were several who had 
testified that his reputation was generally con- 
sidered excellent. By these he was almosé sur- 
rounded. 

Mr. Kerr sat at one end of his counsel’s table. 
He was facing the court and almost facing the 
jury. Throughout the trial his face had worn 
an anxious expression. This expression was in- 
tensified yesterday. During the closing argu- 
ment of the District Attorney he was several 
times noticeably agitated and frequently con- 
veyed to John H. Bird his opinion that injustice 
was being done him. His always florid face at 
times was flushed to a dark red, and his uneasi- 
ness was probably increased by the not con- 
fident demeanor of his counsel. 

Bourke Cockran closed the case for the de- 
fendant. Much was expected of him in the way 
of an arguments and some of his admirers inti- 
mated that when he sat acown the case of the 
prosecution would be badly riddled, and that 
Col. Feliows would make a poorer showing than 
heever had in summing up a ‘boodle” case, 
Mr. Cockran spoke from 10:05 o’clock until 
1:15. He devoted much time to ex-Alderman 
Fullgraff, and convinced those who heard him 
that he was a master of invective of the rather 
boisterous kind. Fuligraff, he claimed, was ut- 
terly unworthy of belief, and witnout Fuligrati’s 
testimony there was no case against the de- 
fendant. Were it true that money had been 
paid to certain Aldermen of the _ board 
of 1884 it did not follow that bribery 
had been practiced. The Aldermen, in 
such case, had not been bribed; they had ex- 
torted; they had levied blackmail. Sut Kerr 
wae utterly unconnected with such proceedings, 
If wrong had been done it had not been done by 
the head of the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Railroad Company. That company had secured 
the Broadway Surface Kailroad subsequent to 
the alleged illegal and eorrupt proceedings of 
the Aldermen. With those proceedings the 
uftairs of Mr. Kerr’s company had had nothing 
to do. Toward the olose of his address Mr. 
Coekran’s tone changed. He pietured vividly 
the effect upon the deiendant’s family and upon 
the defendant of a conviction. Several of the 
women in the audienee were stirred to tears. 

One of Mr. Cockran’s assodiates afterward 
asked a listener for his opinion of Mr. Cockran’s 
éefturt. The listener said that if seemed to him 
more like a plea for mercy than justice. 

Col. Fellows began his address to the jury at 
2:20 o’clock in the afternoon. Friends had said 
that he intended to make the effort of his life. 
He had been speaking only a short time when 
the opinion became general in the court room 
that the closing address of the prosecution 
promised to be the most splendid effort made in 
a ‘*boodle”’ case. The District Attorney was in 
splendid voice. He spoke without an effort 
and with an earnestness that was ip- 
fectious. He described the crime of bribery 
in language that thrilled the audience. 
His effort was noteworthy not only from an ora- 
torical standpoint, but as a legal argument, and 
he marshaled the evidence in the case in a man- 
ner that must have made the story plain to 
those who had never heard it before, if any 
such there were in the room. Not for a moment 
did he lose the attention of the intelligent men 
on the jury, ang although be spoke from 2:20 
until 6 o'clock, none but the defendant’s counsel 
noticed the passage of time, and he was so Car- 
ried away with his work as to forget that he had 
been limited as to time. 

Judge Patterson began charging the jury at 6 
o'clock. The case had been so lucidly present- 
ed, he said, thatit would be unnecessary for 
him to even refer to much of the evidence. It 
was the province of a jury to deal with the 
facts. It was not to be bound by the views of 
the court even so far as the facts went. It was 
the duty of the court to cite the law and of the 
jury to abide by his advice on law points; the 
evidence beionged to the jury todo with as it 
considered proper under its oath. 

The defendant had been indicted and was 
charged, with others, with the crime of bribery. 
According to section 78 of the Penal Code, any 
person who gave or offered anything of value to 
a public-ofticer for the purpose or with the in- 
tent of influencing the latter’s action was guilty 
of bribery. According to section 28 of the same 
code any person who aided or abetted bribery 
Was considered in the light of a principal. 

Kerr was joined with Sharp, Keenan, Moloney, 
and others in the indictment. He had demanded 
and had been granted a separate trial. He en- 
tered the court with a presumption of inno- 
cence. That presumption could only be over- 
thrown by evidence, and by so much evidence 
as would remove more thana areasonabledoubt 
of ori In a crimina) case there must be es- 
tablishment of the charge beyond a reasouabis 
doubt. Judge Barrett’s definition vf a reason- 
able doubt was quoted by the court, who then 
told the jury that if, after fully and impartially 
‘considering the evidence, it entertained such a 
doubt, it must acquit the defendant. 

The case, Judge Patterson said, was divided 
into two branches, and the prosecution must 
establish twe propositions. it must establish 
the bribery of Fullgraif and it must prove that 
Kerr participated in that bribery and had bene- 
fited by it. Fuligraff had szid that he was bribed; 
that he was an informer und had turned State’s 
evidence, and that he had perjured himself. 
Kerr could not be convicted on Fulicraff’s testi- 
mony alone. Fuillgrati’s testimony was not un- 
worthy of belief because he was an informer. 
Because he had perjured himself it did_not fol- 
low that he could not tell the truth. Fuligraff 
had testified that the money for himself and fel- 
low-Aldermen was to be paid by the Broadway 
Surface Railroad Company. The jury should 
remember that there seemed to be a general 
understanding that the Aldermen should sup- 
port the claims of the Broadway surface Ralli- 
road Company against all competitors. 

it had been claimed by the defense that the 
ease was entirely cireumstantial It was 
claimed by the prosecution that a fund of $500,- 
000 was raised by the Broadway and Seventh- 
Avenue Railroad Company for a corrupt pur- 
pose; that Kerr and others organizad the Broad- 
way Surface Railroad Company; that he partici- 
pated in the proceedings, the object of which 
was to put the latter company under the com- 
plete contrel of the former. The feature of the 
case lay in the $500,000, which was claimed by 
the prosecution to be acorruption fund. Ifthe 
prosecution failed to prove that it was such, the 
jury should noiconviet. If the money in cues- 
tion was used or raised for other than corruption 

urposes, the defendant should be acquitted. 
The defense claimed that this money was raised to 
carry out the traflic agreement made between 
the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue and Broad- 
way Surface Railroad Companies, and if the de- 
fense believed the claim the defendant should 
be acquitted. It was for the jury to say whether 
or not the prosecution had made out its case. If 
all the evidence did not point to guilt the de- 
fendant should be acquitted. 

At the request of Mr. Cockran the court 
stated to the jury that the fact that Mr. Kerr 
haa not been & witness in the case should not be 
considered. It should not be influenced by the 
circumstances. 

Judge Patterson occupied 45 minutes in 
charging the jury and 15 minutes more to 
charging on points submitted by the defense. 
Upon many of the points the court had already 
charged, having been careful torefer to every 
branch of the case, though he had not in- 
tended 80 to do. 

One of the defendant’s counsel was asked for 
his opinion of the charge. He said that the 
Court had confined himself almost entirely to 
the testimony of the prosecution. It was sug- 
gested that the defense had produced no testi- 
mony except through cross-examination. The 
response was that such testimony required as 
much attention as if it had been direct. 

The jury retired at 7 o’clock and was careful 
to dine before it began its deliberations. 

At 9:35 the jury cameinto court. It was not 
generally Known until then that the court had 
received @ communication fromthe jury. The 
latter had asked in it if the prosecution was 
bound te prove, in order to make out its case, 
that the $500,000 had been paid for corruption 
purposes as charged. The court stated that it 
was the duty of the prosecution so to prove, 
beyond a reasonable doubt, but could do so by 

, circumstantial evidence, and that it was not 
necessary for it to prove the transaction by 
direct testimony. The jury then retired, and 
soon afterward was locked up for the night. 

Its action in asking for information upon a 
point to which much attention had been paid by 

. the District Attorney in his closing address and 
by Judge Patterson in his charge created the 
impression that the jury would disagree. Such 
an opinion was expressed by ex-Judge Davis of 
defendant’s eounse!, and is aiso entertained by 
one of the prosecution. There is one juror upon 
whom the defense particniarly hangs its hopes. 
Mr. Kerr was congratulated upon all sides when 
the jury was locked up for the night, and he 
looked far more confident,of favorable results 
than he had at any time in the trial, 


ELEOTRIO LIGHT RIVALS. 


NEW COMPANIES RUSUING INTO TUE TER- 
RITORY OF THE OLDER ONES. 

The Mayor was in a facetious mood at the 
meeting of the Gas Commission; yesterday. He 
made a sly dab at public opinion, and backed it 
up with a rap at the newspapers, The cause of 
Mr. Hewitt’s humor was the question of the in- 
troduction of more electric lamps into the city. 
This question came up May 9, when the electrie 
lighting companies’ bids were opened, Then 
the board referred the matter to Corporation 
Counsel Beekman for his opinion, and yesterday 
the latter was received. It said that the board 
had no authority te award contracts to any but 
the lowest bidder. This involved the establish- 
ment of new lamps, for there were several re- 


cently-organized electrical corporations who 
underbid the old companies, yet who had no 
lant and could not obtain one for some time. 

‘he result was adilemma so far as the city’s 
lighting was concerned, for the former con- 
tractors could not be required to light the 
streets when they no longer held the right. 

The discussion of the subject began when tke 
East River Electric Light Company sought for 
an extension of its district along Houston- 
street, between Mulberry-street and the Nerth 
River. There were neither poles nor subways 
there and Mr. Hewitt said- he did not think the 
boara should regard itself authorized to extend 
the system. ‘IT say this,” continued the Mayor, 
“because I am urged todoso by great public 
excitement concerning the supposed danger 
from the electric lights. I donot doubt that 
this danger has been magnified by the news- 
papers for reasous of their own. I have investi- 
gated the subject and tind that there have been 
only four deaths from the overhead wires—two 
of linemen who were killed by the distributing 
current, and two citizens, one of whom was a 
peddler. When one considers that there are not 
less than 7,000 are lights now in use in this 
city, 80 smallia proportion of accidents is al- 
most unworthy of notice. It is, however, a 
grave question whether this commission has 
the right to award contracts where there are 
no subways or poles and wires. The right to 
grant permission to extend the electric light 
district without accompanying subways rests 
entirely with the Board of Electrical Controi.” 

Then the company was awarded a contract, 
excepting the disputed district, for 433 lamps 
at 35 cents each a night. The United States 
Electrie Lighting Company was awarded a con- 
tract for 352 lamps at 35 cents, losing to the 
Ball Company, a competitor, 48 lamps at 271 
cents. The Harlem Electric Lighting Company 
was awarded 49 lamps at an average coat of 35 
cents, and three on the Third-avenue bridge at 
60 cents each. The Mount Morris Electric Com- 
pany, Which cut into the territory of the Harlem 
Company, was awarded 85 lamps at 23 cents for 
those competing with tho rival corporation, and 
at an average of 35 cents in other locations. 
Other awards were: North New-York Lighting 
Company, 50 lamps at 35 cents each; Brush 
Company, 441 lamps at 35 conte each. 

The subject oflighting Wall and Rector streets 
with electricity was touchsd upon, but Mr. 
Hewitt observed: ‘The idea of putting wires 
in Wall-street must not be considered for a 
moment. The rich people must be taken care 
of. There must be some one to pay taxes.” The 
representatives of the United States and Har- 
lem Companies agreed to light the territory dis- 
puted in their respective districts until the mat- 
ter could be adjudicated.

JASPER INVESTIGATION. 
a 
COMMITTEE TO REPORT TO THE 
FULL BOARD WEDNESDAY. 

The investigation into the charges of in- 
competency against City School Superintendent 
Jasper came to an end with yesterday’s session 
of the investigating committee at the hall of the 
Board of Education, Grand and Elm streets. 
Commissioner Webb occupied the chair. Ex- 
President Walker of the Board of Education 
stated that three or four years ago Superin- 
tendent Jasper sought his advice in regard to 
the charges against Miss Mason and showed 


him the result of his investigation of those 
charges. After going carefully over the evi- 
dence collected by Mr. Jasper, Mr. Walker ad- 
vised him to drop the matter, because there was 
nothing in it. 

When Mr. Jasper went on the stand he was 
asked by his counsel, Gilbert H. Crawford, to 
state what had passed between himself and 
Miss Masun when the investigation into the 
charges against her was instituted. He sent for 
Miss Mason, ha said, and asked her if she did not 
think she should remainaway from her school] 
pending the investigation. She thought not, 
as it might be construed into an admission of 
guilt. He tvld her to think the matter over 
carefully and let him know her decision on the 
following day before school time. He did not 
hear from her, but Mr. Foote. one of the Trustees 
of the ward, went to himand upbraided him for 
suspending Miss Mason, ‘an accusation that he 
denied. 

Miss Dodee, one of the Commissioners of the 
Board of Education, he said, went to the wit- 
ness at about thattime, and told him that 
Miss Mason was an improper person to bave in 
the schools, and that there were other women 
in the schools who ought to be removed. The 
witness asked her for evidence to this eifect, but 
she could produce none other than an anuony- 
mous letter against Miss Mason. The witness 
had revoked the license of and had dismissed a 
teacher named Annie Smart after an investiga- 
tion into charges of immorality. He had had 
numbers of instances in his experience in which 
well-founded charges of immorality had been 
made against female teachers, and in ali such 
cases he had obtained their resignations. 

The statement of Miss Wright that she had re- 
peatedly sought for information for six or seven 
years without avail concerning credit warks in 
her school from Superintendent Jasper, the wit- 
ness declared to be untrue, as he bad given the 
information in 1882. The law requiring the 
teaching of physiology and hygiene in tie 
schools was being enforced, the witness said, 
the Principals delivering lectures on those sub- 
jects, with particular regard to the effects of 
alcohol upon the human system. 

The case was rested here, and Mr. Crawford 
said he was ready to sum up for Mr. Jasper. 
Mr. Sprague refused to sum up before the com- 
mittee, Whose report will be presented at the 
meeting of the full board Wednesday, when Mr. 
Sprague will probabiy be heard fro.

ASSIGNING THE BISHOPS 


DR. NEWMAN TO GO TO THE 
FAR WEST. 
END OF THE SESSIONS OF THE METHODIST 
GENERAL CONFERENCE—SOME OF THE 
WORK IT HAS DONE. 


The great quadrennial General Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church of the 
United States yesterday adjourned sine ate, 
having been in continuous session, Sundays ex- 
cepted, during the entire month of May. There 
were originally 466 delegates in the Conference 
assembled from all parts of the Union and from 
China, Japan, India, Africa, Germany, Sweden, 
and Switzerland. In going and coming it 
was estimated by Dr. Buckley of the Christian 
Advocate that the delegates alone had traveled 
collectively over 3,200,000 miles. Many 
of them were accompanied by their wives and 
other members of their families, and there were 
besides many alternates, some of whom succeed- 
ed to the seats of delegates in the-Conference, 
who were compelled to return home before the 
close of the session, and a small army of clergy- 
men not connected with the Conference, but who 
caine to look after matters of ecclesiastical leg- 
islation in which they were interested. The 
gross expenses of the Conference, including rail- 


road fares andthe subsistence of the delegates, 
were estimated by Dr. Phillips of the Methodist 
Book Concern at over $70,000. 

All the delegates who were known to have 
expressed opinions upon the matter were enthu- 
siastically in favor of New-York City as a place 
for holding large conventions. They were all 
giad that the Conference had been held here, and 
doubted much whether any other city could 
aitord such complete accommodation in all par- 
ticulars for so large an assemblage. No better 
auditorium could be found anywhere in the 
world for the Conference than the Metropolitan 
Opera House. Its acoustic properties were unl- 
versally commended, and in conveniences for 
seating a crowd of from 3,000 to 4,000 people so 
that every person could seo and hear all that 
was going onit was oxceliod by no building in 
the country. 

The newly-elected Bishops, whose good fort- 
uné was envied by many an aspirant for like 
honors who came short of the requisite number 
of votes, Yesterday found that the cup of fame 
is not altogether sweet. In the assignment of 
the Bishops to the episcopal residences they are 
to Occupy for the next four years the choice of 
location falls to them in the order of seniority, 
the last elected having only Hobson's choice, 
At a meeting of the Board of Bishops at St. 
Paul’s Church, Fourth-avenue and MTwenty- 
second-street, after adjournment of the Confer- 
ence yesterday, it was settled that Bishop 


Bowman should remain in St. Louis, Bishop 


Foster in Boston, and Bishop Merrillin Chicago, 
Bishop Andrews comes from Washington to 
Now-York, Bishop Warren remains in Denver, 
Bishop Foss goes from Minneapolis to Philadel- 
phia, Bishop Hurst goes from Buttalo to Wash- 
ington, Bishop Ninde remains at Topeka, 
Bishop Walden goes from Chattanooga to Cov- 
ington or Cincinnati, Bishop Mallalieu remains 
at New-Orleans, and Bishop Fowler remains at 
San Francisco, 

Thus the seniors of the board provided for 
themselves and left to their tive newly-elected 
colleagues Buffalo, Minneapolis, Chattanooga, 
Omaha or Lincoln, and all Texas from which to 
choose. Bishop Vincent, who was firat olected, 
had first choice and selected Buffalo. Bishop 
Fitzgerald, next in oider, took Minneapolis, 
and Bisnop Joyce chose Chattanooga. To 
Bishop Newman there was but little choice left. 
He had organized the Texas Conference just 
after the war, and it was supposed by some that 
he would prefer that district to the more north- 
ernone. But he seems to have had enough of 
the South with one experience, and he there- 
fore selected the Omaha or Lincoln residence 
and signitled a strong probabihty that 
he would decide on Omaha This left 
to Bishop Goodsell only what was left— 
Texas. But the portion was large enough 
in territorial extent to provide several advan- 
tageous sites fer aresidence and ample room 
for a kitchen and flower garden besides, and the 
Bishop, like atypical Gothamite, pocketed his 
disappointment, if he felt any, and beamed as 
pleasantly as usual upon his friends. Only 
Bishop Newman seemed disappointed. The 
pressure from the laity, and especially the polit- 
ical element, that was strong enough to elevate 
him to the episcopacy, was thought to be sut- 
ficient to secure his assignment to Washington, 
the tield of nine years of his ministry. But the 
Board of Bishops was a different body from the 
General Conference, and its aggressive democ- 
racy would not brook interference with the es- 
tablished order of things. That the Conference 
was along timein selecting him did not argue 
any particular superiority for him over those 
who had been previously selected, and so he 
had to take the usual chance. 

The last day’s session was devoted to the hur- 
ried consideration of committee reports upon 
minor matters of discipline. Some time was 
wasted in the early morning In an attempt to 
reconsider the action of the night before, 
whereby a commission was appointed to take 
charge of the location and erection of mission- 
ary buildings. Bishop Taylor, who had re- 
turned from Boston, took occasion to answer 
some criticism of his administration, and the 
Conference then by general consent acreed that 
nothing should be done to interfere with the 
work of the committees organized by Bishop 
Taylor, and the matter was dropped. 
The Committee on Episcopacy reported a 
resolution requesting the Bishop to so 
arraige their work that each Bishop 
should take charge of the Conferences contigu- 
ous to his residence, and the resolution was 
adopted. ‘Then Bishop Merrill asked what 
should be done when all the Conferences in a 
particular part of the country insisted, as they 
had for years been accustomed to, in holding 
their sessions during some cortain part of the 
year--as, for instance, all the Southern Confer- 
ences in the Winter, while nothing was doing in 
the North. This showed the Conference the ab- 
surdity of its action, and the action approving 
the report was reconsidered, and the ropurt 
wus tabled. Se inuch time was wasted in this 
and the Taylor matter that over 50 reports of 
wore or lesa importance failed of consideration. 

The concluding exercises were very affecting. 
Bishop Fitzgerald, who had been presiding, 
gave way to Bishop Bowman, who, by reason 
of his seniority, was chosen to presides over the 
closing exercises. A call of the house showed 
that there were only 264 of the original 466 
present te answer to rollcall Of these, 199 
were clerical and 65 lay delegates. Nothing 
remained but to adjourn. Bishop Bowman's 
voice faltered as he advanced to the footlights 
and said: ‘‘There ia no probability—no possi- 
bility that all who are assembled here to-day 
will ever meet again in a General Confsrence of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. Many of us, 
myself among the number, will in all probability 
have gone to our everlasting homes before the 
next General Conference shall assemble. Let 
us pray God’s blessing upon the work we have 
done, upon the work that 1s before us, and upon 
ourselves, that we do not falter by the wayside, 
nor fall inte error.” Bishop Foster asked the 
Divine blessing and guidance—the hymn 
“Mortals Awake” was sung, Bishop Bowman 
pronounced the benediction, and the gavel fell 
tor the last time in declaring the Conference 
adjourned without day. 

The most important legislation aceomplished 
by the Confereace was that whereby the pastoral 
terms were increased tofive years in ten instead 
ot three in six in any one pastorate, and the 


‘terms ot Presiding Elders were extendea from 


four to six years, in establishing the imdepend- 
ence of Missionary Bishops, electing a Missionary 
Bishop, Thoburn, for India, and creating a Sec- 
retaryship for the Board of Education. The 
question of admitting, women to membership as 
lay delegates was left to a general election, to 
be held in the churches in America in October 
and November, 1890.

TO RETURN TO THE CONTRIBUTORS. 

Judge Ingraham, sitting in the Special 
Term of the Supreme Court, yesterday decided 
that the $11,172 now in the hands of Superin- 
tendent Murray, Inspector Byrnes, and others 
as Trustees of the Police Relief Fund must be 
returned to the contribuiors. Aiter the act 
creating the fund was passed in 1885 the Trust- 
ees caused $2 to be deducted from the pay of 
each.otiicer on the force each month. The Court 
of Appeals in 1886 decided that these involun- 
tary contributions were illegal, whereupon the 
Trustees met and decided to close the thing up. 
By the provisions of the act the legal represent- 
ative of each contributor at his death beeame 
entitled to receive $1,200 out of the fund. Tne 
representatives of those who died after the 
Trustees had voted to bring the scheme to an 
end demanded their $1,200 apiece. The suit 
which Judge Ingraham has now decided was 
brought by the Trustees te determine the legal 
status of every one concerned, and the result is 
that each contributor or his representative gets 
$24 and interest thereon since July 1, 1886.

CAREER OF A WEALTHY MERCHANT 
WHOSE ADVICE WAS OFTEN SOUGHT. 
John Mulford Randell, who died Wednes- 

day of erysipelas at the home of his daughter, 


Mrs. C. K. Garrison, 99 Madison-avenue, was 
born in the County of Kent, England, Nov.: 


11, 1822. He married early in life, and 
came to this country when about 25 years 
old, settling at St. Louis. There, in the firm 
of Baldwin, Randell & Co., he carried on a 
large wholesale hat and fur business. His 
life was peculiarly ipterwoven with intimacies 
and friendships among men who have occupied 


the highest official positions. Abraham Lincoln 
was his lawyer, and in the transaction of his 
business became his warm rsonal friend. 
From the knowledge gained in his large fur 
trade with the Indians, his advice was often 
solicited by President Buchanan.

In 1878 he came to this city, which he 
had since made his home, After his retirement 
from active business he became connected, 
either as Director or President, with the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank, the St. Louis Insurance 
Company, the Manufacturers’ Bank, and the 
Pacific Insurance Company. During his later 
days in this city ho was an active operator in 
Wall-street. Mr. Randell was a Director of the 
New-York and Northern Railroad and a Director 
of the New-York Loan and Improvement Com- 
pany, the Gatling Gun Company, and the Howe 
Sewing Machine Company. Mr. Randell was 
the last of that congenial card party who used 
to play nightly both in this city and at Elberon, 
which was made up of Gen. Grant, Commodore 
Garrison, Jerome Chaffee, and Mr. Randell. Mr. 
Ranidell leaves two daughters and two sons. 
Of the latter Kufns sueceeds him in his position 
in corporations and in his business interests. 
The second son, Eugene, is a resident of St. 
Louis. Tho funeral will take place this morning 
at 9:30 o’cloek from the residenee of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Garrison.

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DEATH OF PROF. BR. D. IRVING. 
Prof. Roland Duer Irving, who died of 
paralysis at his home in Madison, Wis., May 
30, was born in this city April 27, 1847. 
He graduated in i869 at the Columbia 
Coliege School of Mines as a mining en- 
gineer, aud ten years later that insti- 


tution conferred on him the title of Ph. D. In 
1870 he was elected Professor of Geology, Min- 
ing, and Metallurgy in the University of Wiscon- 
sin, which Professorship he held up to the time 
of hia death. for several years Prof. Irving 
also served as Assistant State Geologist of Wis- 
consin,and from 1880 to 1882 was one of the 
United States census experts. During 1882 he 
was geologist in chargeoft the Lake Superior 
Division of the United States Geological Survey. 
Several important papers were contributed by 
Prof. Irving to scientific societies to which he 
belonged, including ‘‘Geology of Central Wis- 
consin,” “Geology of the Lake Superior Re- 
gion,” ‘“‘ Crystaliine Rocks of the Wisconsin Val- 
ley,” and “‘ Mineralogy and Lithology of Wiscon- 
sin.” Within the past few years he contributed 
important reports of the United States Geolog- 
ical Survey in the West and Northwest. Prof. 
Irving leaves a widow, two sens, and one 
daughter. He was asou or the late Rev. Pierre 
P. Irving of New-Brighton, Staten Island. The 
burial service will take place at Sleepy Hollow 
Cemetery, Tarrytown, at noon to-morrow.

PLEASING CEREMONY. 

The annual parade of the police began 
promptly at 1 o’clock yesterday. A burst of 
music from Cappa’s Seventh Regiment Band 
set the force in motion, and only about two 
hours was necessary for the procession to cover 
the line of march, which was from the Battery 
along Broadway to Union-square, along Fourth- 
ayenus to Twenty-sixth-street, to Madison- 
avenue, to Forty-sixth-street, through Fifth- 
avenue to Madison-aquare, where the review 
was held. Along the line of march the crowd 
with umbrellas over their heads stood three 
deep in the rain, which did not damp their 
enthusiasm in te teast. Superintendent Maur- 
ray led the procession. Inspeetor Byrnes headed 
the first battalion, Inspector Steers the second, 
Inspector Williams the third, Inspector Conlin 


’ the fourth, and Capt. Copeland the fifth. 


There were ten companies to each battalion, 
and the men wore their Summer pearl-gray 


helmets for the first time. The officers were 
distinguished by white helmets with gold trim- 
mings. The Superintendent and battalion com- 
mMandapts were mounted, an innovation to the 
annual parade, and a good one. Behind Super- 
intendent Murray rode his staff, composed of 
Sergts. Granger, Dahigren, Coffey, Donovan, 
Havens, and Oates, Police Surgeon Cook, and 


' Drill Captain Allaire. The mounted squad made 


an imposing show by itself. The new depart- 
mnent flag, displayed for the first time, attracted 
general attention. The old department flag was 
earried also, besides several Atnerican flags. Tho 
— Wagon was also a feature of the proces- 
sion, 

About 1,000 of the 8,200 men on the force 
were reserved for duty, and Sergt. Devoe had 
50 policemen actively at work in Madison- 
Square. The stands used on Decoration Day 
were reserved for the Police Commissioners, 
officials, and invited guests, who were admitted 
by ticket. Those who assembled at that point 
included Mayor Hewitt, Police Commissioners 
French, Voorhis, McClave, and MacLean; Gen. 
Newton of the Department of Public Works, 
Chief Mangin of Yonkers, Mayor Gleason of 
Long Island City, ex-Police Commissioner 
Wheeler, Heward Carroll, Controller Myers, the 
Rev. John R. Paxton, Isaac Bell, Treasurer of 
the Police Riot Fund; Subway Commissioners 
Moss and Hess, Recorder Smyth, omits 
Guuning 8. Bedford, President Forster of the 
Board of Aldermen, John J. Morris, Excise Com- 
missioner Von Glahn, D. Lowber Smith, Judges 
Martine, Gildersleeve, White, Welde, Browne, 
Ehrlich, Ford, and Duffy, Alderman Conkling, 
Aqueduct Commissioner Ridgway, Gen. Fitz 
John Perter, Commissioner Coleman, County 
Clerk Fluck, Mayor Haines of Newark, Senator 
Reilly, Dock Commissioner Matthews, Jordan 
L. Mott, and William J. Florence, the actor. 

At 3:30 Superintendent Murray and his staff 
rode down to the stand. The Superintendent 
dismounted, was received by Commissiouer 
French, and shook hands with the Mayor. The 
three entered an open carriage and started up 
Futth-avenue, followed by the Superintendent’s 
staff on horseback anda second carriage con- 
taining the other Police Commissioners. The 
officials inspected the line and returned to the 
stand. The Superintendent femounted his 
charger and galloped away w@h his aids. Fif- 
teen minutes later Cappa’s band came down the 
avenue, playing “The Volunteer” and escorting 
a foot procession of those who were to receive 
the honorable-mention badges. Capt. Sanders, 
his breast decorated with tokens of bravery, was 
in command. The line counter-marched and 
came to a double file front, facing the stand. 

Commissioner French got down to the atreet 
level and read an address wkich explained the 
object of the Board of Police ‘nm tustituting the 
badge. Superintendent Murray stepped out of 
the common ranks and replied briefly in well- 
chosen words. The Superintendent was then 
handed his medal, after which he called the roll 
of honor, and each man, beginning with In- 
spector Byrnes, stepped forward and got his 
bronze and ailver token, on which is inscribed: 
“Faithful unto death—Police Department.”

LIVELY BIDDING AND OVER A MILLION 
DOLLARS REALIZED. 


Another large trade sale of flannels, simi- 
lar to the one held last Tuesday, took plaee yes- 


| terday morning at the auction reoms of Wil- 


merding, Hoguet & Co., on White-street. It was 
by the order of Parker, Wilder &Co., 62 Leonard- 
street, and comprised some 6,000 packages, and 
realized upward of $1,000,000. The attendance 
of buyers from large houses in thie and other 
cities was good, and the bidding at times was 
very spirited. A large proportion of the goods 
were sold to shirt manufacturers and smal! job- 
bers, the large houses, such as Claflin, Teffs, 
Weller &Co., buying sparingly and in small lota. 
Prices were a shade better than were obtained 
for goods of the same quality at Tuesday’s sale. 
The reasons assigned were that the lots yester- 
day were smaller, the prices better established, 


and also because it was the iast opportunity for 
bryers this season to find large assortments 
that they could purchase inthis manner, Aa 
compared with the prices obtained at the trade 
sale by the same house last year, there is a ae- 
crease of about 10 per cent., and this is readily 
accounted for by the lower price of wool now 
prevailing. 

A member of a large commission house, deal- 
ing extensively In flannels, being asked if ha 
thought the manufacturers realized any profi 
from the goods sold at the auction sales this 
year, replied that he felt cortain that on many 
tines they did and pointed as an instance to the 
fact that yesterday considerably more packages 
of certain brands were seld than appeared on 
the catalogue, which would, of course, indicate 
that they could be made up ata profit. He also 
said that these auction sales do not indicate, as 
is sometimes supposed by those outside of the 
trade, that the market is overstocked or that 
money is needed by the manufacturers, but thay 
they are to be viewed moro in the light ofan ox- 
change, where the marketis made and prices 
for the coming season regulated. They also en- 
able the manufacturer to find out what styles 
are popular and will sell at a profit.
